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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


In  the  processes  of  government  there  is  occasion  each  year  for  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  report  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  both  as  to  general  conditions 
of  the  Town  and  activities  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  functions .  It  is  to  be  noted  in  town  reports  that  the  various  departments 
submit  reports  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  office  of  Selectmen,  by  virtue 
of  election  by  the  people,    in  turn  report  to  the  people. 

The  present  charter  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich  provides  that  the  only  Boards 
elected  by  the  people  are  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  School  Committee.  All 
department  heads  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  by  the  Executive 
Secretary,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Under  this  system 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  must  assume  a  responsibility  for  the  functions  of  all  town 
government,    except  certain  matters  relating  to  public  schools. 

A  casual  glance  at  the  reports  indicate  the  numerous  and  varied  problems 
presented  and  decisions  required  by  the  Selectmen.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  that  decisions  made  during  the  year  1958  will  have  an  impact  upon 
the  town  more  influential  than  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  been  called  upon  to 
render  in  any  one  year  .  These  problems  have  their  basis  in  the  sudden  expansion 
of  the  Town  and  the  realization  that  a  foreseeable  growth  will  demand  additional 
municipal  services  and  attention. 

Various  department  superiors  will  render  reports  of  accomplishments  of 
each  department.  However,  a  reference  to  these  accomplishments  and  related 
problems,  which  were  of  major  concern  to  your  Board,  should  be  mentioned  as 
directing  the  attention  of  the  public  to  civic  problems  and  responsibilities. 


The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  issued  a  mandate  that  the  Town  should 
construct  a  sewerage  system.  A  town  meeting  in  1958,  after  discussing  the  issue 
at  many  prior  meetings,  voted  to  authorize  a  bond  issue  to  start  the  work.  It  is 
expected  that  Stage  1  of  the  proposed  sewerage  system  will  be  completed  some  time 
in  September  of  this  year,  thereby  filling  a  need  for  the  Town  which  had  been 
recommended  for  many  years. 

The  contract  for  the  widening  of  lower  East  Street,  or  Jeffreys  Neck  Road,  to 
meet  the  increasedflow  of  traffic  from  the  Great  Neck  and  Little  Neck  areas,  has 
been  awarded. 

An  additional  source  of  water  at  the  Winthrop  Property,  so  called,  on  Tops- 
field  Road,  was  discovered  after  many  tests,  which  will  give  a  much  needed  addi- 
tional source  of  water  for  future  use  to  provide  for  relief  on  the  occasion  of  exces- 
sive demands  or  a  critical  water  shortage. 

The  municipal  parking  area  between  Central,  Hammatt,  and  Market  Streets 
at  the  suggestion  of,  and  with  the  cooperation  of,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was 
enlarged  to  accommodate  the  increasing  number  of  customers  being  served  by  the 
business  interests  in  Ipswich. 

The  increase  in  the  parking  area  and  the  construction  of  the  sewer  directed 
attention  to  Farley  Brook,  a  traditional  byword  in  Ipswich.  This  brook  will  now 
be  drained  by  a  5  foot  main  drainage  pipe. 

The  requirements  of  the  Town  necessitated  an  enlargement  of  the  electric 
light  and  power  plant  and  an  increased  generating  system  to  provide  for  the  present 
and  for  foreseeable  demands  in  the  future. 

Vehicles  of  the  Town  will  now  be  housed  in  a  municipal  garage  constructed 
during  the  year  1958,  which  garage  was  built  at  the  Town  Gravel  Pit  and  was  so 
constructed  it  could  be  enlarged. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  had  occasion  to  attend  public  hearings,  both  in 
Ipswich  and  outside  of  the  Town.  The  curtailing  of  passenger  service  by  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Line  required  the  Selectmen  to  protest  at  the  hearing 
outside  of  Ipswich.  There  have  been  hearings,  both  in  Ipswich  and  outside  of  the 
Town,  on  the  petition  of  the  Merrimack-Essex  Electric  Company  to  locate  trans- 
mission wires  over  a  right  of  way  across  Ipswich  and  by  request  of  the  citizens 
it   is    necessary  to   protest  this    petition  to  preserve  property  values  in  the  Town. 

Pending  matters,  which  have  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  con- 
sideration of  the  widening  and  application  for  construction  of  County  Street  to 
County  Road  and  the  widening  of  Central  Street  under  a  Chapter  90  project. 

There  is  the  continuing  attention  to  the  school  housing  problem  and  the  need 
of  new  schools,  or  school  space,  to  make  possible  the  furnishing  of  adequate  edu- 
cation to  all  children. 

All  of  the  above  matters  naturally  reflect  the  tax  rate  in  the  Town  of  Ipswich. 
The  tax  burden  is  of  utmost  importance,  not  only  to  present  residents  of  Ipswich 
but  an  attractive  tax  rate  is  an  indusement  for  new  business  and  housing  develop- 
ments within  the  framework  of  the  recently  adopted  zoning  laws.  An  attractive 
tax  burden,  however,  isnottheonly  determining  factor  for  obtaining  new  revenues 
within  the  Town.  Your  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  adequacy  of  services  and  faci- 
lities in  the  Town,  together  with  definite  plans  which  will  encompass  future  deve- 
lopments, is  the  requirement  of  decisions  and  functions  by  your  board.  It  is  this 
approach  which  resulted  in  the  accomplishments  recited  and  give  occasion  to  the 
mentioned  problems. 

In  all  deliberations  and  decisions  the  various  town  departments  have  given 
complete  cooperation  and  support  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  gratefully  acknow- 
ledge this  fulfillment  of  civic  responsibility  by  all  Town  employees.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY 
To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

The  following  pages  present  the  report  of  the  town  departments  for  the  year 
1958.  Printed  by  the  photo  offset  method  this  report  has  been  produced  at  a 
saving  in  excess  of  $1,  200  as  compared  with  the  cost  of  the  1956  report.  We  hope 
as  you  peruse  these  pages  you  will  gain  information  about  your  town  government 
for  a  well  informed  electorate  is  wise  and  prudent  in  Town  Meeting.  Presented 
below  are  the  highlights  of  governmental  activity,  of  projects  accomplished,  and 
of  problems  that  will  require  our  best  thinking  to  solve. 

Highways  and  Drainage  -  The    reconstruction   of   Jeffreys  Neck   Road  under 
Chapter  90  allocation  was  begun  in  1958.     The  decision  to  construct  this  road  was 
made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  after  the  Sewerage  System  was  voted  by  the  town. 
Hottopforthe  entire  length  of  Central  and  Market  Streets  was  originally  planned. 
However,    the  areas  that  this  would  include  would  have  to  be  excavated  for     the 
sewers,  the  wise  decision  was  made  to  improve  the  inadequate  access  road  to  our 
rapidly   growing    Neck   area.      This    work   will   be    completed   in  the  coming  year. 

Piping  of  Farley  Brook  was  made  possible  by  funds  voted  at  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  91.  The  State  has  made  the  survey  and 
preliminary  engineering  study  of  the  project  and  it  is  anticipated  that  acutal  con- 
struction will  begin  this  spring.  Additional  funds  have  been  provided  in  the  1959 
budget  to  continue  this  vital  project.  Approval  will  enable  the  work  to  be  carried 
through  to  the  point  where  flooding  conditions  and  unsightliness  in  the  center  of 
town  can  be  eliminated  completely  in  1959. 

Dangerous    corners    on  East  Street,    Linebrook  Road,    and  Pine  Swamp  Road 
were    improved   in   both  width   and    sight  distance  to  make  for  greater  safety  and 
convenience.      A   bad   drainage    condition  on  Turkey  Shore  Road,    Hayward  Street, 
Fellows  Road,  Heartbreak  Road,    and  near  the  Library  were  corrected  during  the 
year . 

Sewerage  -  Construction  of  the  Sewerage  System  was  begun  at  the  Town  Wharf 
with  considerable  progress  being  made  before  years  end.  An  improvement  of 
great  import  to  the  town,  this  system  will  ultimately  result  in  the  elimination  of 
pollution  of  Farley  Brook  and  the  Ipswich  River.  The  tax  increase  resulting  from 
the  financing  of  this  project  will  unquestionably  be  burdensome.  However,  the 
ever  increasing  costs  of  construction  indicates  that  over  the  long  term  this  invest- 
ment in  mains,  pumping  station,  and  treatment  plant  is  an  excellent  one  for  the 
community  to  make . 

Water  -  The  water  resources  of  the  community  proved  barely  adequate  during 
the  summer  of  1957  even  though  restrictions  were  placed  on  water  use  for  two 
and  one  half  months.  This  experience  resulted  in  the  sum  of  $5,  000  being  set  up 
in  the  water  department  budget  for  exploration  and  drilling  to  attempt  to  locate 
an  additional  ground  water  supply  for  the  town.  A  surface  geologist  and  siesmic 
testing  group  were  engaged  to  locate  likely  areas  for  test  drilling  with  the  dis- 
covery of  a  suitable  source  on  the  Winthrop  property  near  the  Ipswich  River. 
Continuous  pumping  tests  established  that  this  area  can  produce  a  minimum  of 
one  half  million  gallons  per  day  of  pure,  soft,  sparkling  clear  water  .  Negotiations 
are  underway  to  secure  the  land  surrounding  this  water  source  as  well  as  the 
necessary  easements  for  discharge  pipe  and  power  line. 


Installation   of   the   main  to  bring  this  supply  into  the  system  will  also  serve 
to    correct  the  extremely  low  pressures  that  have  been  experienced  in  the  Tops- 
field   Road,    Mill  Road  area  during  periods  of  heavy  draft  in  the  summer.     Plans 
have  beenmade  to  install  a  1Z  inch  main  in  Topsfield  Road  over  a  five  year  period. 
Funds   for   the   first  year    are    expected  to    come   from  the   moneys    left  from  the 
monies   left  from   the  erection  of  the  elevated  tank  on  the  Neck,    and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  have  petitioned  the  legislature  for  permission  to  make  use  of  this  balance. 
If   this    project   can   be    continued  with  the  funds  within  the  department,    it  will  be 
possible   to   develop  this    water    source    at  the   time    it  will   be  needed.    The  ever 
increasing    cost   of   operating   the   department   as    a   result   of  rising  material  and 
labor  costs  places  the  department  in  a  difficult  financial  conditions  .     Improvements 
to  the  system  to  keep  pace  with  the  demands  placed  upon  it  must  eventually  result 
in  an  increase  in  rates. 

Power  -  Funds  authorized  to  increase  the  generating  and  distributing  facili- 
ties have  been  put  to  use  during  the  year  with  the  building  designed  to  house  the 
new  diesels  nearing  completion.  Transformers  and  switchgear  for  the  new  sub- 
station have  been  delivered  and  will  be  installed  in  the  Spring  to  put  in  operation 
the  new  high  voltage  circuit.  These  improvements  enable  the  department  to  meet 
anticipated  demands  for  some  time  to  come  and  are  engineered  to  allow  further 
expansion  at  a  minimum  of  cost. 

Conclusion  -  A  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  1958  to  make  Ipswich  a 
better  community  in  which  to  live  and  work,  and  I  look  forward  to  1959  and  the 
problems  that  face  us  knowing  that  cooperation  and  close  coordination  by  all  con- 
cerned will  see  these  problems  solved  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.  I  wish 
to  thank  the  Boards  and  Committees  of  the  town  for  their  most  valuable  efforts, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  guidance  and  direction,  the  town  employees  for 
their  devotion  to  duty,    and  the  Townspeople  for  their  faith  and  support.

FINANCE  DEPARTMENT 
ACCOUNTING  DIVISION 

The  general  financial  records  of  the  Town  are  maintained  in  this  office,  as 
well  as  the  books  of  accounts  for  the  Water  and  Light  Departments.  Municipal 
activity  reports  were  prepared  monthly  for  all  departments  and  for  other  inter  - 
estedpersons.  The  annual  budgets,  both  preliminary  and  actual,  were  prepared 
and  distributed.  The  Town's  cash  balance  was  verified  with  the  Treasurer 's 
Office  each  month.  All  purchases  were  post  audited  by  this  department  before 
being   released  for  payment.     Complete  financial  detail  will  be  found  in  the  text 

COLLECTION  DIVISION 

$1,697,564.40  was  committed  for  collection  in  1958.  Collections  totaled 
$1,606,  606.42.  A  detailed  statement  of  taxes  and  departmental  accounts  recei- 
vable,    exclusive   of   electric   light  and  water    is    shown   in  the  financial  section, 

TREASURY  DIVISION 

Receipts  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury  totaled  $2,  968,  450.  80.  Expenditures 
amounted  to  $2,  864,  689.57.  In  addition  to  the  Cash  Balance  of  $501,  612.38, 
there  was  $397, 314  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Sewerage  Construction  loan  in  Treasury 
Bills.  $82,  600  was  paid  on  maturing  debt.  New  debt  was  bonded  in  the  amount 
of  $612,000.  The  following  payments  will  be  due  in  1959:  $20,  600  to  be  paid 
from  water  revenue,  $27,000  to  be  paid  from  electric  light  revenue  and  $62,000 
to  be  paid  from  taxation.  One  tax  title  was  redeemed.  Five  new  Titles  were 
taken.     There  are  now  sixteen  Titles  on  hand,    amounting  to  $2,767.43. 

ASSESSING  DEPARTMENT 

Assessedvaluations  on  Real  and  Personal  property  in  1958  was  $12,656,  850. 
This  was  an  increase  of  $400,  044  or  3.26  per  cent.  In  1958  there  were  19  motor 
vehicle  commitments  with  a  total  of  4987  cards.  The  total  valuation  was 
$2,  845,  460.00  and  total  excise  was  $133,  649,  06,    an  increase  of  17.18  per    cent. 

PURCHASING  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  9,870  orders  were  sent  out,  of  which  925  were  field  purchase 
orders  and  8,  945  were  purchase  orders.  During  the  year  26  sealed  bids  were 
processed  for  the  various  departments.  All  of  these  bids  were  advertised  in  the 
local  newspaper,  and  a  separate  file  was  set  up  on  each  one.  At  the  time  of  the 
bid  opening,  all  bids  were  tabulated  and  the  tabulations  were  forwarded  to  correct 
Department  Head.  On  many  occasions  telephone  quotations  were  obtained  to 
smaller  items  that  were  needed  quickly.  In  some  instances  where  the  price  on 
specialized  items  differ  very  slightly,  requests  were  sent  out  for  quotations  in 
order  to  speed  up  the  process.  All  items  over  $100.00  were  either  sent  out  on 
bids,    request  for  quotations,    or  telephone  quotations. 


PERSONNEL  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  there  were  4  emp- 
loyees appointed  to  various  Town  posi- 
tions, and  there  were  3  separations  .  147 
days  of  sick  leave  were  used  up,  and  87 
employees  took  vacations  .  All  increases 
in  1958  were  retroactive  to  January  1. 
All  job  vacancies  were  advertised  in  all 
Town  Departments  and  the  local  news- 
paper . 


LEGAL  DEPARTMENT 

A  report  of  all  the  activities  of  the  Town  Counsel  for  the  year  1958  would  be 
lengthy  and  varied  as  many  issues  arose  in  1958  requiring  attention  by  the  Legal 
Department.  It  seems  better  to  summarize  the  subjects  which  have  been  of  great- 
est interest  to  the  public. 

Two  matters,  which  have  been  of  continuing  interest  to  the  Town,  have  been 
the  initiation  of  the  construction  of  the  sewage  disposal  system  and  the  petition  of 
the  Merrimack-Essex  Electric  Company  for  an  easement  to  erect  poles  and  wires 
for  the  transmission  of  electricity  from  Newburyport  to  Gloucester. 

The  voters  of  Ipswich  voted  a  bond  issue  which  made  it  possible  to  start  con- 
struction of  the  sewage  system.  From  a  legal  standpoint  this  involved  the  draft- 
ing of  votes,  conferences  with  State  officials  for  the  approval  of  the  bonds,  the 
examination  of  bids  for  construction  of  the  system,  and  the  contracts  of  the  suc- 
cessful bidders.  The  plans  for  the  laying  of  the  trunk  sewer  line  provided  for 
locations  over  private  properties.  This  involved  interviews  and  conferences  with 
the  various  owner  s  of  land  and  the  procuring  of  executed  deeds  of  easement.  Some 
of  the  owners  of  private  lands  were  reluctant  to  willingly  execute  a  voluntary 
easement  and  consideration  and  conferences  were  held  with  the  Sewerage  Board 
on  the  subject  of  eminent  domain.  Fortunately,  the  Board  has  had  occasion  to  use 
eminent  domain  in  only  one  instance  and  this  instance  was  primarily  occasioned 
from  the  obscurity  as  to  the  title  of  the  land  and  the  indefiniteness  of  the  actual 
owners;  conferences  and  negotiations  re  solved  the  objections  and  problems  arising 
in  other  cases . 

The  Merrimack-EssexElectric  Company  filed  a  petition  with  the  Department 
of   Public    Utilities   to   establish  an  easement  100  feet  wide  in  the  Town  of  Ipswich 
for   the   purpose    of  running  wires  from  the  electrical  plant  in  Newburyport  to  the 
plant   in  Gloucester.      The  petition,     as    submitted,     requested   a  right  of  way  over 
residential   properties    in  Ipswich   and   involved  the   lands  of  many  persons..     Not 
only  the   owners  of  lands,    but  persons  in  the  vicinity,    objected  to  the  granting  of 
the   easement.      The    Board   of  Selectmen  took   an   official  position  on  the  subject. 
There  have    been   a   number    of  hearings  in  Ipswich  and  in  Essex  which  have  been 
attended   by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  your  Town  Counsel.     The  position  of  the 
Selectmen  is  that  the  right  of  way  should  not  be  granted  in  the  Town  of  Ipswich  but 
it  it  is  necessary,    then  it  should  be  in  a  location  to  do  the  least  amount  of  damage 
to    residential   properties.      The   hearings    by  the  Hearing  Masters  of  the  Depart- 
ment  of  Public  Utilities  are  still  continuing  and  it  has  been  suggested  by  at  least 
one   member  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  that  this  hearing  may  possibly 
establish   a   record  for  length  of  hearings  with  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities. 

There  have  been  many  legal  problems  which  might  be  classified  as  normal 
in  the  growth  of  the  Town,  such  as  obtaining  easements  for  road  widening,  leases 
for  the  increased  parking  area  and  issues  arising  from  the  adoption  of  Zoning  Laws 
and  the  regulations  of  the  Planning  Board.  While  the  various  problems  have  been 
many  and  varied,  and  sometimes  complex,  it  can  be  said  that  they  have  b  een 
resolved  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town's  people  and  for  a  continuance  of  the  normal 
functions  of  local  government.

VETERANS'  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 

The  total  amount  expended  by  this  department  can  be  found  in  the  financial 
section  of  this  report.  The  amount  expended  for  benefits  is  reimbursed  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Mass.  by  50  per  cent.  This  Department  helps  veterans  and 
their  families  not  only  with  financial  aid  but  also  to  information  concerning  the 
many  problems  which  usually  confront  them.  Total  number  of  veterans'  cases 
handled  during  the  year,    48. 


HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

The  chest  x-ray  clinic  was  held  September  22nd 
to  the  29th.  1874  persons  availed  themselves  of  this 
free  clinic.  Of  this  number  only  one  person  was  found 
to  require  hospital  treatment  which  proves  that  new 
techniques  and  the  new  drugs  used  by  our  physicians 
are  resulting  in  fewer  persons  being  afflicted  with 
Tuberculosis. 

A  Rabies  clinic  was  held  at  the  Town  Garage. 
142  dogs  were  vaccinated  to  prevent  rabies  within  the 
Town.  All  dogs  who  bit  persons  were  placed  under 
quarantine  for  14  days. 

Health  regulations  require  a  permit  to  install  a  sewage  system  or  to  have 
repair  work  done  on  an  existing  system.  A  new  regulation  requires  that  any 
person  installing  or  repairing  such  systems  be  licensed  by  your  Health  Depart- 
ment. All  such  work  must  be  inspected  by  your  Health  Officer  to  be  certain 
that  this  work  was  accomplished  in  accordance  with  the  prevailing  Health  Regu- 
lations of  the  Town. 

A  new  State  Law  requires  that  all  Towns  having  a  population  of  5,  000  or 
more  must  employ  a  plumbing  inspector .  Ipswich,  therefore,  will  have  to  obtain 
the  services  of  such  a  person  in  1959.  License  fees  obtained  for  such  inspections 
will  offset  the  remuneration  received  by  the  inspector. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  this  year  were  far  greater  than  previous 
years.  Most  of  these  were  regarding  sewage  overflowing.  Upon  investigation 
by  your  Health  Officer  it  was  found  that  many  persons  assumed  that  the  new 
Town  sewage  installation  would  relieve  them  of  abating  this  nuisance. 

The  number  of  dog  bites  during  the  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall  were  numerous. 
All  such  animals  were  quarantined  for  14  days  and  both  the  State  Department  of 
Health  and  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  were  notified  in  writing  of  all 
such  incidents. 

Your  Health  Officer  has  been  appointed  Commissioner  of  the  Essex  County 
Mosquito  Control  Board  which  is  a  year  round  operation  to  exterminate  these 
disease-carrying  pests.  This  12  month  year  round  program  to  eliminate  mos- 
quitoes in  Essex  County  should  begin  operations  in  March  of  this  year  and  by 
the  second  year  of  operation,  the  mosquito  should  be  a  thing  of  the  past  in  Ipswich. 

All   barns  and  the  livestock  housed  therein  were  inspected  during  the  year. 
During  such  inspections  it  was  found  that  certain  milk  cows  were  infected  with 
Boucellosis  (Bangs  Disease)    and  were    condemned   and  order  killed  at  once  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease  and  insure  a  wholesome  milk  supply. 

All  food  establishments  were  regularly  inspected  at  frequent  unanounced 
intervals  to  determine  that  all  foods  of  all  kinds  and  type  were  wholesome  and 
fit  for  human  consumption  and  that  the  sanitary  requirement  were  being  complied 
with. 

All  sewage  systems,  public  and  private,  were  installed  after  a  permit  was 
obtained  from  your  Health  Officer  and  inspected  upon  completion,  except  for 
covering  up  the  work  to  determine  that  the  installation  complied  with  the  Board 
of  Health  requirements. 

Your  Health  Officer  also  acts  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  as 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  as  Animal  Inspector.  The  total  appropria- 
tion for  these  three  offices  for  1958  was  $10,  539.  Monies  received  and  turned 
over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  permits  and  licenses  was  approximately  $3900. 
leaving  a  net  cost  to  the  Town  of  $6639  for  these  three  offices  or  $2213  per 
position;  the  most  economical  per  capita  cost  in  the  county. 
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NURSING  PROGRAM 

The  Well  Child  Clinic  for  pre- school  children  was  held  the  first  Wednesday 
of  each  month,  with  264  youngsters  attending  compared  with  221  during  1957. 
Of  these  70  were  new  babies,  present  for  the  first  time.  The  children  are 
weighed,  measured,  examined  and  immunized  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  and 
whooping  cough  and  polio .  Dr.  Frank  Collins  conducted  the  clinic  with  the  assis- 
tance of  School  Nurse,  Violet  DeMille.  The  clinic  was  held  at  the  Winthrop 
School. 

The  annual  diphtheria  immunization  clinic  was  held  last  spring  throughout 
the  public  and  parochial  schools.  Any  child  who  had  not  received  a  "booster 
dose"  within  four  years  was  eligible.  A  total  of  340  children  were  immunized 
compared  with  217  last  year. 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Ipswich  Conservation  Commission 
was  appointed,  met  and  organized  and  thus  became  the  newest  unit  of  our  muni- 
cipal government.  Although  we  ar e  organized  for  future  service  and  action,  we 
are  in  need  of  some  limited  funds  in  order  to  present  our  future  reports  and 
recommendations  to  the  town. 

The  Ipswich  Conservation  Commission  is  presently  making  an  inventory  of 
all  town  owned  lands  which  will  also  be  set  forth  on  a  future  land  utilization  map 
or  outline.  After  sufficient  information  has  been  gathered,  we  can  submit  to  the 
town  for  future  action  our  recommendations  for  the  better  protection  and  utili- 
zation of  some  of  our  choice  conservation  areas. 

As  we  move  forward  with  the  new  year,  1959,  we  plan  to  meet  and  cooperate 
with  other  town  agencies  and  civic  groups  to  promote  a  program  for  balanced 
conservation  in  the  years  ahead.  We  do,  in  closing,  recommend  that  more 
definite  steps  be  taken  to  preserve  for  town  uses  some  of  our  natural  resources 
such  as  our  local  gravel  supply  and  lands  adjacent  to  our  watershed  areas  before 
they  become  completely  depleted.

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WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Welfare  Department  has  a  three  member  board  which  sits  at  regular 
meetings  on  every  other  Friday  during  the  year,  at  7  p.m.  at  the  Town  Hall. 
There  are  three  full-time  employees,  namely  an  Agent,  a  Social  Worker  and  a 
Clerk-Typist.  The  regular  office  and  statistical  work  is  carried  on  by  these 
three  people.  Their  primary  work  is  to  process  all  applications  for  relief  and 
determine  what  arrangements  can  be  arrived  at  to  better  fit  the  needs  of  the 
applicants  and  rehabilitate  them,  if  possible.  Regular  visits  are  made  with 
recipients  at  six  month  intervals  to  determine  what,  if  any,  changes  have  taken 
place  during  the  period  between  visits.  All  resources  are  determined  by  check- 
ing with  children  and  the  recipients  and  applied  to  their  budget  needs. 

When  a  person  applies  for  public  assistance,  a  complete  study  is  made  of 
the  applicant  and  the  family.  Children  are  checked  to  see  if  any  contribution  is 
required  by  law  and  necessary  steps  are  taken  to  collect  the  resource.  Under 
the  Uniform  Support  Act  we  start  cases  in  our  own  court  to  be  processed  in 
some  other  state  where  a  legally  liable  relative  is  living.  Settlements  are 
determined  to  establish  the  proper  towns  and  cities  to  be  charged  with  the  aid 
rendered  under  our  programs.  Banks  are  checked  for  resources  that  may  be 
applied  to  the  budget,  not  alone  in  this  town  but  wherever  the  applicant  may 
have  resided.  Need  is  determined  from  the  overall  investigation  and  budgets 
are  drawn  up  for  each  case. 

General  Relief  is  a  non- contributory  category  of  assistance  wherein  the  town 
is  charged  with  every  expenditure  required  by  law.  Our  General  Relief  load  is 
an  unstable  thing  depending  upon  weather  and  business  conditions  existing  at  the 
time.  It  is  a  measure  of  relief  granted  for  those  out  of  work,  sick  or  unable 
to  support  themselves  for  some  other  good  reasons.  Business  conditions,  not 
only  in  the  town  but  in  surrounding  industries  have  a  bearing  on  this  category. 
Unemployment  Insurance,  in  most  cases,  cover  this  class  of  people  but  when 
they  have  drawn  their  last  amounts  due  they  must  turn  somewhere  else  for  aid. 
Single  per  sons  are  required  to  work  out  orders  given  them  so  that  the  town  may 
receive  something  of  value  for  the  money  spent. 

Old  Age  Assistance:     The    case   load   is   holding    rather    steady  in  this  category. 
One  drops  out  and  another  application  takes  place  within  a  few  days.     The  case 
load  has  been  as   follows    this   year:     January,    145;  February,    146;  March,    146; 
April,    146;    May,    146;    June,    144;    July,    146;    August,    143;    Sept.,    142;    Oct.   145; 
Nov.   145;  December  147. 

The  medical  bills  on  older  people  are  creeping  higher  and  higher  each  year. 
As    people   grow   older   there    is  an  increasing  call  for  medical  assistance  and 
more    an  the  Old   Age  recipients  are  moving  into  Nursing  Homes  because  there 
is  no  one  to  care  for  them  in  the  home. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:     Our    cash   load  in  the  last  two  years  has  been  very 
light.    This  year  instead  of  one  case  we  now  have  three  cases  on  this  list.  This 
is  one  of  the  categories  that  can  cause  a  lot  of  trouble  because  of  the  number  of 
persons   that  may   be    involved   in  a  single  case.     In  this  category  we  deal   with 
the  family,    generally,    rather  than  with  an  individual. 

Disability  Assistance:  This  case  load  is  still  remaining  stable  but  again  medical 
costs  are  rising  steadily.  We  feel  that  for  the  next  few  years  there  will  be  no 
great  change  in  this  category,  yet  it  is  impossible  to  tell  when  a  person  will  be 
permanently  disabled  any  more  than  we  can  tell  what  the  weather  will  be  from 
day  to  day. 
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RECREATION  AND  PARKS  DEPARTMENT 


The  Recreation  Department  is  pleased  to  report 
much  progress  during  the  past  year.  In  addition,  we 
had  two  personnel  changes.  The  Director,  Manuel 
Ferris,  resignedhis  position  in  early  October  to  ac- 
cept a  similar  position  at  Dow  Air  Force  Base  in  Maine. 
Ipswich  regrets  losing  him  and  wishes  him  well  in 
his  new  position.  On  December  1,  Mr.  Robert  Burke 
was  appointed  to  serve  as  part-time  interim  director 
to  serve  in  that  capacity  until  a  new  full-time  director 
is  obtained. 

There  was  just  one  change  on  the  committee  with  Louise  Hodgkins  resigning 
after  seven  years  of  faithful  work.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Cruickshank  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  The  Recreation  Committee  is  now  composed  of  Mrs.  Barbara 
Cole,  Chairman,  Mr.  James  Daly,  Secretary,  Mr.  Stanley  Eustace,  Mr.  Joseph 
Rogers,    and  Mrs.    Carolyn  Cruickshank. 

In  the  way  of  construction  the  tennis  courts  at  the  Linebrook  Playground 
were  resurfaced,  a  skating  shelter  was  erected,  a  garage  was  moved  from  the 
lighthouse  property  to  the  Linebrook  area  to  be  used  as  a  supply  and  equipment 
storage  shed,  and  the  baseball  diamond  was  re-positioned  and  renovated  into  an 
excellent  playing  surface.  Work  has  been  started  on  the  proposed  Giles-Firmin 
Playground.  Solid  fill  is  being  deposited  to  build  up  the  area  and  drainage  pipe 
is  to  be  installed.  The  newly  acquired  Recreation  park  atop  town  hill  has  seen 
many  changes.  A  large  area  has  been  cleared  for  the  development  of  a  picnic 
area  adjacent  to  Baker 's  Pond,  a  huge  fireplace  has  been  erected  at  the  pond  for 
warming  of  skaters,  the  ski  slope  and  toboggan  run  have  been  cleared  of  trees, 
the  access  road  from  Spring  Street  has  been  widened,  and  a  sizeable  parking 
area  has  been  made.  Present  plans  call  for  a  great  deal  of  work  in  the  spring 
so  that  picnicing  may  be  enjoyed  by  townspeople  in  the  coming  season.  The  light- 
property  at  Crane's  Beach  was  widely  used  this  past  year  by  in-town  and  out-of 
town  groups.  The  American  Youth  Hostel  groups  used  the  property  extensively 
and  many  thanks  were  conveyed  to  this  department  by  all  users.  The  property 
continues  in  its  popularity  and  shows  increased  usage  each  year. 

The  playgrounds  at  Linebrook  and  Shatswell  School  areas  showed  a  marked 
increase  in  attendance  and  a  continued  improvement  in  program.  The  summer 
program  was  highlighted  by  the  Herald-Traveler  Sports  Day  when  many  children 
receive  prizes  and  awards  for  participation  in  athletic  events. 

The  swimming  program  at  Crane's  Beach  proved  to  be  a  very  successful 
one.  With  the  addition  of  one  instructor  plus  an  every  other  day  schedule,  much 
more  time  and  individual  teaching  was  given  to  each  youngster .  The  children 
seemed  more  enthusiastic  with  the  schedule  and  smaller  class  sizes.  A  total 
of  168  youngsters  advanced  to  the  next  highest  class  in  swimming. 

The  dancing  program  was  successfully  conducted  for  fifteen  consecutive  Sat- 
urdays with  again  a  record  attendance  of  over  300  children  each  class  day.     This 
program  has   proved  to  be  very  popular  during  the  last  few  years  and  will  cer- 
tainly remain  in  the  Recreation  Program. 

The  Junior  Recreation  Committee  met  regularly  during  the  past  year,  and 
made  many  constructive  suggestions  for  program  inovations  and  in  addition,  con- 
ducted various  record  hops  and  block  dances.  Their  work  has  been  much  appre- 
ciated.

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ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

The  Engineering  Department  is  a  service  department  as  well  as  an  adminis- 
trative one.  It  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  administrative  off icials  of 
the  Town.     It  lays  out  and  supervises  most  Public  Works  projects. 

During  the  pasty-ear  demonstrations  were  arranged  and  specifications  drawn 
up  for  the  purchase  of  major  equipment  such  as  the  new  highway  department 
truck  and  paint  striper,  water  department  front  end  loader  and  backhoe,  and  the 
fire  department  750  gallon  pumper .  Specifications  for  construction  projects  were 
prepared,  analyzed,  and  advertised  for  bids  such  as  the  guniting  of  Gould's  Creek 
Bridge  and  the  resurfacing  of  the  Linebrook  Tennis  Court. 

Studies,  plans,  specif ications  and  supervision  were  given  on  numerous  pro- 
jects. Many  Town  owned  lots  at  Great  Neck  and  cemetery  lots  on  Town  Hill  were 
staked  out  and  plans  made  of  the  same.  The  following  are  some  of  the  projects 
on  which  studies,  plans,  and  supervision  were  given  during  the  year:  The  new 
expanded  municipal  parking  lot,  the  new  highway  garage  site,  Stage  Hill  Road 
Drainage  extension,  High  Street  drainage,  Union  Street  widening,  Meeting  Hou  se 
Green  resurfacing,  Pineswamp  Road  widening,  East  Street  widening,  County 
Street  widening,  Lakeman's  Lane  widening,  Broadway  Avenue  sidewalk  and 
Turkey  Shore  Road  sidewalk  and  widening. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  preparing  preliminary  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  new  municipal  garage  and  drawing  up  new  leases  and  deeds  for  the  mini- 
cipal   garage  and  drawing  up  new  leases  and  deeds  for  the  municipal  parking  lot 
as   well   as   preparing    studies    and  plans  for  the  then  proposed  expansion  of  the 
municipal  parking  lot. 

Many  months  were  spent  preparing  and  developing  complete  new  planning  of 
board  rules  and  regulations  for   the   Town.      Studies    and  proposals   were   made 
during  the  year  for  the  following:  the  extension  of  the  Town  Wharf,    piping  Farley 
Brook,  newGravelPit  rules  and  regulations,    Marina  at  Great  Neck,    completion 
of  the  municipal  parking  lot,  enforcement  of  the  Zoning  By-Law,    and  a  great  deal 
of  thought  towards  the  future  planning  of  Ipswich.

PLANNING  DEPARTMENT 

The  Ipswich  Planning  Board  during  the  year  1958  held  twenty- eight  open 
meetings.  Discussions  with  the  respective  committees  and  individuals,  covered 
subjects  of  present  and  future  plans,  capital  improvements,    schools,  recreatio  n 

subdivisions  . 

The  subdivisions  in  Ipswich,  discussed  at  nineteen  meetings,  consumed 
considerable  time  of  the  Planning  Board.  Results  of  these  discussions  prompted 
the  Board  to  revise  and  inaugurate  new  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  sub- 
divisions .  We  anticipate  these  rules  will  reduce  the  number  of  problems,  because 
they  are  more  concise  and  detailed. 

The  Board  with  Mr  .  Nord  Davis,  our  Planning  Consultant,  had  eight  meet- 
ings for  discussing  work  on  the  Master  Plan  program,  which  was  instituted  with 
matching  funds  from  the  Federal  Government.  We  now  have  reports  on  popula- 
tion trends  and  economic  base  studies.  We  have  maps  showing  land  use,  land 
availability,  recreation  areas,  public  facilities,  existing  streets,  etc.  These 
represent  preliminary  facts  to  establish  a  Master  Plan.  The  summary  report 
mentions  the  need  of  expansion  in  schools,  water  lines,  sewerage  lines,  recrea- 
tion. Highways  and  highway  traffic  flow  should  be  given  considerable  thought 
The  increase  in  population  with  relating  problems  is  a  trend  we  hope  the  Towns- 
people will  recognize  and  try  to  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  the  Town  to  avert 
both  material  and  financial  inconvenience.  The  next  important  step,  in  our 
consideration,  is  to  prepare  and  establish  a  Capital  Budget  on  capital  improve- 
ments, covering  a  period  of  six  to  ten  years,  to  stabalize  the  tax  rate  and  at 
the  same  time  realize  the  facilities  we  are  going  to  need.  Mr.  Donald  F.  Whiston 
resignedfrom  the  Board  with  regret  and  Mr.  Joseph  Welchek  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  November  4,  1957,  it  was  voted  to  adopt 
with  amendments  a  Protective  Zoning  By-Law  and  Zoning  District  Map.  In 
December,  the  By-Law  was  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  and  became 
effective  on  January  23,  1958  after  publication  for  three  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Ipswich  Chronicle .  The  Board  of  Selectmen  immediately  became  the  Board 
and  functioned  as  such  until  April  22nd,  when  they  appointed  William  H.  Davis, 
Armand  M.  Brouilette,  James  F.  Tedford,  James  Theodosopoulos  and  Edward 
A.  Wegzyn  as  regular  members  and  Fred  J.  Casali  and  Arthur  W.  Marsh  as 
Associate  members.  In  May,  James  Tedford  resigned  from  the  board  and 
Arthur  W.  Marsh  was  appointed  a  regular  member  and  Thomas  Gregory,  Jr. 
the  new  Associate  Member. 

The  first  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  April  29th  and  shortly  there- 
after Mrs.  Joan  Hardy  was  employed  as  Secretary.  During  the  following  eight 
months,  eleven  public  hearings  were  held  on  applications  for  zoning  variances. 
A  great  many  letters  requesting  zoning  information  and  property  rights  were 
received  and  answered.  An  abbreviated  set  of  instructions  for  anyone  desiring 
a  zoning  variance  was  drafted  by  the  Board  and  given  to  the  Town  Clerk  for 
distribution.  The  Boa  rd  will  continue  in  its  efforts  to,  "give  due  consideration 
to  promoting  the  public  health,  safety,  convenience  and  welfare,  encouraging 
the  most  appropriate  use  of  land,  and  conserving  property  values,  that  it  shall 
permit  no  building  or  use  of  land  that  is  injurious,  noxious,  offensive  or  detri- 
mental for  a  neighborhood  and  that  it  shall  prescribe  appropriate  conditions  and 
safeguards  in  each  case." 
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PUBLIC  LIBRARY

The  following  survey  of  the  Ipswich  Public  Library  was  made  by  a  con- 
sultant at  the  request  of  Miss  Hester  Mitchell,  Librarian.  Members  of  the  Board 
of  Library  Trustees  approved  and  agreed  that  an  objective  evaluation  of  the 
facilities  and  program  is  desirable  at  this  particular  time.  There  is  an  imme- 
diate need  to  develop  a  definite  plan  for  expansion  of  the  library  to  meet  growing 
demands  being  made  upon  it.  Recommendations  included  in  this  report  are  based 
upon  standards  of  library  service  given  us  by  the  American  Library  Association 
and  by  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association. 

The  increase  in  the  library's  circulation  total  over  the  period  from  1951  to 
1957  is  almost  phenomenal.  Where  about  24,  000  volumes  were  circulated  form- 
erly, the  circulation totalf or  1957  nearly  reached  54,  000.  This  indicates  a  keen 
awareness  on  the  part  of  the  community  of  the  value  of  their  library.  It  indicates 
also  that  the  librarian  and  her  staff  are  doing  a  fine  piece  of  work  in  offering 
the  public  the  kind  of  service  it  wants.  One  reason  why  the  library  is  used  a 
great  deal  is  the  fact  that  it  is  kept  open  for  40  hours  a  week.  This  meets  the 
national  standard  for  hours  of  service  and  far  exceeds  the  more  modified  stan- 
dard recently  established  by  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association  for  libra- 
ries of  the  Commonwealth.  According  to  MLA,  a  library  serving  a  community 
of  5000  to  9999  people  should  be  kept  open  a  minimum  of  25  hours  a  week.  Des- 
pite the  fact  that  the  circulation  has  grown  when  certain  obstacles  to  increased 
library  use  are  removed. 

One  reason  why  the  library  has  been  unable  to  plan  regular  story  Hour 
programs  for  the  children,  and  group  activities  for  adults  is  the  fact  that  present 
limited  space  cannot  be  utilized  for  programs  which  require  isolation  from  the 
rest  of  the  library.  Another  factor  which  must  inhibit  adult  use  of  the  library 
I  believe  is  the  fact  that  the  present  school  situation  has  made  the  library  the 
headquarters  for  school  children  mornings,  afternoons  and  evenings.  We  hope 
thatthe  problem  will  soon  be  solved  not  only  for  the  sake  of  the  school  children 
butforthe  sake  of  the  many  residents  of  Ipswich  who  might  find  it  easier  to  use 
the  library  if  this  present  pressure  from  the  school  were  relieved.  Expansion 
of  the  present  public  library  building  should  also  help  the  situation  considerably 

While  friends  of  the  library  have  been  organizing  in  a  great  many  communi- 
ties in  recent  years,  we  understand  that  Ipswich  has  enjoyed  the  support  of  an 
active  friends  group  for  over  22  years.  The  fact  that  it  boasts  several  hundred 
members  speaks  well  for  the  community  interest  in  the  public  library.  Would 
that  every  public  library  in  the  Commonwealth  enjoyed  similar  support. 

The  most  immediate  concern  of  your  librarian  and  trustees  centers  about 
your  obvious  need  for  a  larger  library  building.  There  can  be  little  question  as 
to  the  urgency  of  this  space  problem,  but  there  are  several  questions  related  to 
the  bestmethod  of  building  expansion.  The  final  decision  as  to  which  method  of 
expansion  is  best,  might  well  hinge  upon  comparative  costs  of  the  various  possi- 
bilities. You  are  most  fortunate  to  have  a  library-minded  community  to  support 
your  library  and  to  use  it;  a  highly  competent  and  devoted  Librarian  and  Board 
of  Trustees  to  operate  it;  and  a  program  of  service  which  is  a  truly  fine  one  in 
spite  of  the  obstacles  which  hamper  it.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 


This  year,    the  town  has  benefited  greatly  from  the  Civil 
Defense    Program.       Much  valuable    equipment  has  been  ac- 
quired  through   the   Government  Surplus  Program.     The  two 
diesel  engines  for  the  electric  plant,    an  army  duck  for  rescue 
work  and  about  $3,  000  of  small  equipment  for  all  departments 
through  our  3  trips   to   the  Taunton  Warehouse.     Also,    under  this  same  program 
3  two-way  radios  and  two  short  wave  sets  were  purchased  through  matching  funds. 
Under    Public    Law    603,    a  master  municipal  plan  was  drawn  up.     When  accepted 
by  the  state,    it  will  allow  Ipswich  to  acquire  ever  more  equipment  and  Fed  e  r  al 
Funds.    Civil  Defense  is  now  a  very  important  and  valuable  program  for  the  Town 
which  can  only  be  carried   out  properly  with  a  full  time  director. 

SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  80  bushels  of  clamshells 
were  spread  in  Bluff  Creek  to  make  a  bed  for 
oysters.  There  were  80  bags  two  feet  square 
filled  with  shells  and  picked  up  by  the  State 
truck  and  taken  down  below  the  Cape  to  col- 
lect oyster  seed.  In  September  they  brought 
back  forty  bags  which  were  planted  over  the 
shells  in  the  creek.  There  were  12,  373  bus- 
hels of  clams  dug  by  the  commercial  diggers

There  were  143  commercial  permits  app- 
lied for  in  1958  as  compared  to  82  permits  in 
1957.  711  resident  permits  were  issued  and

Greenhead  crabs  were  few  until  late  summer.  4,  467  horseshoe  crabs  were 
destroyed  in  1958  as  compared  to4,  094  in  1957.  The  life  rings  were  put  up  again 
this  year  at  the  wharf,  Green  Street  bridges  and  foot  bridge.  Town  floats  were 
repaired  this  spring.  Thedriftpins  holding  the  top  of  floats  to  the  logs  are  rusted 
badly  and  have  loosened  up  and  allowed  top  to  come  loose  from  logs.  I  recommend 
one  new  float  to  take  the  place  of  the  two  floats  now  in  use.  Story's  Island  was 
openedtothe  commercial  clammers  10  months  of  the  year  accept  July  and  August. 
29  keys  were  issued  to  clammers  to  the  chain  on  the  gate.  The  road  to  Story's 
Islandhas  been  scraped  andholes  filled  up.  After  Smiths  Island  flats  were  opened 
in  December,  1957  until  April  1,  1958,  there  were  3400  bushels  of  clams  dug  on 
the  flats  in  3  1/2  months. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

There  were  two-hundred  and  thirty  one  arrests  during  the  year  of  1958  and 
are  classified  as  follows:

FIRE  DEPARTMENT

The  Fire  Department  answered  a  total  of  363  calls  during  the  year.  Of  these 
281  were  Still  Alarms,  54  were  Bell  Alarms,  and  28  Ambulance  Calls.  Twenty- 
nine  of  these  fires  were  building  fires,  sixty-two  were  grass  and  brush  fires, 
fourteen  were  automobile  fires,  and  twenty-eight  were  dump  fires.  Many  calls 
were  to  aid  and  assist  citizens  in  such  emergencies  as  flooded  cellars,  leaky 
refrigerators,  people  locked  out  of  their  homes,  flooded  oil  burners,  and  inha- 
lator  and  resuscitator  calls.  Fire  Department  equipment  covered  a  total  of 
13,  554  miles  during  the  year.  10,  400  feet  of  2  1/2  inch  hose  and  8200  feet  of 
1  1/2  inch  hose  was  laid.  582  feet  of  ladders  were  raised,  41,  770  gallons  of  the 
booster  waterwas  pumped.  The  total  value  of  property  threatened  was  213,000  but 
total  losses  were  only  $24,000.  The  approximate  insurance  paid  was  $19,000. 
Eight  new  fire  alarm  boxes  were  added  during  the  year.  A  new  750  gallon  pump- 
ing engine  was  purchased  during  the  year.    The  1938  forest  fire  truck  was  traded.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  a  water  source  was  located  that  is  capable 
of  supplying  the  town  with  one  half  to  three  quarters  of  a  million 
gallons  of  excellent  quality  water.  To  bring  this  source  into  the 
system  will  require  the  installation  of  a  12  inch  main  up  Topsfield 
Road,  and  the  development  and  installation  of  a  gravel  packed  well 

and  pump.  Barring  a  severe  drought  the  present  supply  capability  of  the  depart- 
ment should  be  adequate  for  the  next  five  years,  thus  steps  must  be  taken  now  to 
provide  for  the  utilization  of  this  water  source  at  that  time.  Negotiations  are 
under  way  to  secure  the  land  and  necessary  easements  as  well  as  to  provide  the 
necessary  funds  for  the  installation  of  the  first  section  of  the  12  inch  main.  This 
main  will  also  relieve  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  six  inch  line  to  serve  the 
rapidly  expanding  Topsfield  Road  area.  Thus  it  can  be  seen  that  two  problems 
are  being  eliminated  by  the  installation  of  this  new  main. 

Finances  -  The  financial  condition  of  the  water  department  continues  to  be  a 
source  of  concern,  not  because  the  department  is  not  solvent  and  not  because 
stringent  steps  have  been  lacking  in  a  continuing  attempt  to  pare  operating  costs 
to  the  bond.  Indeed  these  efforts  have  resulted  in  a  $5,  000  reduction  in  costs  of 
operation  in  the  past  two  years  despite  dramatically  increased  labor  and  materials 
costs.  The  real  problem  lies  in  the  inability  of  the  department  to  gather  a  suffi- 
surplus  to  expand  the  system  as  rapidly  as  the  increased  demands  are  placed  upon 
it.  The  Board  of  Selectmenhave  enlisted  the  aid  of  the  General  Court  to  use  funds 
within  the  department  for  the  first  2,  000  foot  section  of  the  12  inch  main  that  must 
be  installed  at  Topsfield  Road.  The  remaining  four  years  of  construction  on  this 
line  must  come  from  departmental  surplus,  and,  as  the  income  situation  now 
stands,  it  is  doubtful  that  this  will  be  possible.  An  answer  to  this  problem  must 
be  found,  whether  it  be  in  the  form  of  charges  for  services  now  rendered  the  town 
gratis,    or  in  the  form  of  a  water  rate  increase. 

Operation  -  Department  personnel  installed  57  new  services  during  the  year, 
laid  743  feet  of  six  inch  mains,  and  worked  on  seven  hydrants.  Six  services  were 
renewed,  eleven  services  were  discontinued,  and  sixteen  service  leaks  were  re- 
paired. Sixty-four  services  were  meteredfor  the  first  time,  seventy-seven  meters 
were  changed,  and  264  services  were  turned  on  in  the  Spring  and  off  in  the  FalL 
In  addition  to  these  activities  the  personnel  of  the  department  located  mains  on 
Jeffreys  Neck  Road  and  East  Street  for  the  sewer  contractor  and  repaired  two 
main   breaks    and   a  pulled   corporation  cock  resulting  from  the  sewer  excavation 

Conclusion  -  The  department  has  kept  costs  down  by  employing  no  temporary 
help  to  assist  during  the  heavy  work  load  of  the  summer.  This  has  been  possible 
due  to  the  lessening  of  building  activity  over  the  past  two  years  and  the  reduced 
demand  for  main  extensions.  Let  us  hope  that  this  situation  will  continue  as  it 
then  be  possible  to  in  some  degree  catch  up  on  the  vital  work  of  expanding  the 
capacity  of  the  system.  Should  rapid  home  building  occur  with  the  resulting  demand 
for  new  services  and  main  extensions  the  department  will  be  hard  pressed  to  find 
the  funds  to  meet  these  needs. 
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ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT 


Generation 


During  1959  the  Power  Plant  generated  20,  568,  600  K.W.  which  represents 
an  increase  of  about  10  per  cent.  The  peak  load  on  the  plant  occurred  December 
22nd  at  5:15  p.m.  and  was  4870  K.W.  Installed  capacity  of  the  plant  is  6835 
K.W.  with  1250  K.W.  being  installed  whichleaves  a  safe  reserve  for  some  time 
to  come. 

During  the  year  the  new  additions  to  the  engine  room  and  switch  gear  room 
were  started  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  are  nearing  completion.  These  addi- 
tions will  house  the  new  Civil  Defense  diesel  generators  and  leave  room  for  addi- 
tional capacity  in  the  future. 

Orders  were  placed  for  switchgear  for  the  CD.  installation  and  are  being 
manufactured  at  the  present  time.  All  repairs  and  maintenance  were  carried  out 
by  the  station  personnel  and  proper  operating  records  kept.  All  units  are  operating 
and  general  plant  conditions  are  good.

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ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT 

Sales  and  Distribution 

The  cost  of  expanding  our  electric  facilities  necessary  to  meet  the  demand 
for  more  power  and  improved  service  resulted  in  a  rate  increase  of  approximately 
4.5%  to  the  domestic  and  commercial  customers.  The  new  rate  schedules  were 
filed  at  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  on  January  13,  1958  and  went  into  effect 
on  February  1,  1958.  An  off  peak  rate  was  established  which  allows  Domestic. 
Customers  to  heat  water  at  a  lower  cost  for  a  period  of  15  hours  a  day. 

Maintenance:  The  Department  experienced  few  outages  during  the  year.  Outages 
which  occurred  at  frequent  intervals  on  the  line  on  Argilla  Road  were  corrected 
by  providing  wider  spacing  between  wires  and  trimming  trees.  Fifty-two  series 
streetlight  fixtures  were  replaced  with  thirty-nine  multiple  units.  Sixty  poles  and 
14,000  feet  of  wire  were  replaced,  and  eighty-three  two-wire  services  were 
changed  to  three-wire. 

New  Construction:  An  additional  wire  was  installed  on  the  Linebrook  Road  circuit 
and  is  ready  to  convert  from  2400  to  4160  volts.  A  new  4160  volt  336,  400  circular 
mil  feeder  circuit  was  installed  to  supply  power  to  Argilla  Road  and  South  Main 
Street.  This  circuit  will  connect  to  the  Vermette  Court  Substation  when  it  is  com- 
pleted. The  13,200  volt  line  was  extended  from  Linebrook  Road  to  Vermette  Court. 
Four  1500  watt  floodlights  were  installed  in  the  new  Municipal  Parking  Area.  The 
following  were  added  to  the  system:  533  KVA  transformer  capacity,  22  multiple 
streetlight  fixtures,  49  poles,  65  services,  capacitors  150  KVA  and  wire  15,  900 
feet. 

Future  Expansion:  The  5000  KVA  and  3750  KVA  substations  were  delivered  late 
in  October  1958.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  installation  in  April  1959  and  they 
will  be  in  operation  to  carry  the  peak  load  in  December  1959.  Due  to  construction 
on  Jeffreys  Neck  Road  approximately  4400  feet  of  pole  line  will  be  relocated  and 
larger  wires  installed  to  take  care  of  future  power  demands.  The  number  of 
service  connections  increasedfrom  2829  in  1957  to  2894  in  1958.  The  total  meters 
in  service  is  3545. 
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PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

Summer  Maintenance  -  All  the  remaining 
gravel  roads  were  scraped  and  graded  several 
times  during  the  year  and  all  catch  basins  were 
cleaned.  Traffic  lines  were  painted  twice  and 
several  new  crosswalks  put  in.  All  metal  sign 
posts  were  repainted.  East  Street  was  widened 
at  Wilcombs  corner  and  at  the  town  wharf. 
Lakemans  Lane  was  widened  from  Route  121 
to  Fellows  Road  and  Labor-In-Vain  Road  from 
Turkey  Shore  to  Goulds  Bridge. 

A  catch  basin  was  put  in  on  Hayward  Street.  The  Department  laid  a  drain  and 
prepared  the  site  for  the  new  garage  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  department 
moved  to  the  new  garage. 

A  total  of  21119  gallons  of  oil  was  used  to  resurface  various  streets  and  an 
additional  25067  gallons  was  used  on  different  streets,  municipal  parking  lots  and 
school  driveways  under  construction  appropriation.  Patch  was  mixed  on  t  w  o 
occasions  requiring  the  use  of  3036  gallons  of  oil.  In  addition  to  the  180  tons 
mixed  503  tons  were  purchased  and  used  in  street  repairs.  A  total  of  33163  gallons 
of  gasoline  was  supplied  to  the  different  town  departments  through  the  highway 
tank. 

Winter  Maintenance  -  A  total  of  2060  tons  of  sand  and  180  tons  of  salt  was  used 
in  ice  control.  Hired  trucks  worked  121  hours,  hired  plows  9 hours  and  hired 
dozers  19  hours.  Many  new  streets  and  ways  not  yet  accepted  were  added  to  the 
list  to  be  plowed  and  sanded. 

New  Construction  -  With   Chapter    90   Maintenance  funds  a  section  of  Argilla 
Road  was    oiled   and  honed,    a  section  of  Topsfield  Road  was  seal  coated  and  pea- 
stoned,     and  patching   was    done    on   Linebrook  Road.     A  drain  under  Fellows  Road 
was  dug  up  and  replaced  with  larger  pipe.     Two  catch  basins  and  a  crossover  pipe 
were  put  in  on  Linebrook  Road.     North  Ridge  Road  was  peastoned.     Graveling  was 
done    on  Valley  Drive   and  will   be    continued   in   1959.     Union  Street  was  widened. 
Two  catch  basins  were  built  on  Farley  Avenue  and  one  basin  on  High  Street.     The 
road   at   Meeting  House   Green  was   widened   and    several   tree    stumps    removed. 
Twenty-five  new  street  names  signs  were  purchased  and  erected.     Four  catch  basin 
were    built  on  Stage  Hill  Road,    Goulds  Bridge  was  cemented,    the  guard  rails  re- 
paired and  painted  and  the  iron  work  painted.     A  new  chain  link  fence  was  erected 
on  Turkey  Shore  Road  at  the  bridge,    two  sections  of  guard  rails  replaced  on  Line- 
brook Road,  and  rails  repaired  on  Heartbreak  Road  and  Lakemans  Lane.     Sections 
of  hot  top  sidewalks  were  built  on  Manning  Street,    Farley  Avenue,    and  on  Argilla 
Road.    Work  was  also  done  on  sidewalks  at  the  corner  of  Poplar  and  County  Streets 
onEastStreet,  and  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Broadway  was  widened  and  a  new 
cement  sidewalk  was  built. 

FORESTRY  DIVISION 

A  total  of  86  trees  were  removed  this  year.  Six  of  these  were  maples  and 
the  rest  were  elms.  To  offset  the  loss  of  these  trees  96  young  maples  were  set 
out  in  various  parts  of  the  town.  As  in  the  past  wood  samples  of  the  elms  were 
taken  and  sent  to  Amherst  to  be  checked  for  Dutch  Elm  disease.  Brush  was  cut 
on  about  ten  miles  of  roadside  and  burned  in  various  gravel  pits. 

Pest   Control  -  Two    complete    airplaine    sprays   were   used  to   control  Dutch 
Elm.      Roadsides   were    sprayed  for   poison   ivy   and  mosquito  spraying  was  done 
around  town  with  the  hydraulic  sprayer. 
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CEMETERY  DIVISION 

During  1958  there  were  101  interments,  seven  more  than  in  1957,  including 
eight  infants  and  two  removals.  Thirty-five  liners  were  used  in  1958.  Six  single 
graves,  6  four  grave  lots  and  2  eight  grave  lots  were  sold.  Fourteen  lots  and 
single  graves  were  put  under  perpetual  care.  One  flower  fund  was  established 
and  one  addition  was  made  to  an  old  fund. 

The  regular  maintenance  work  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year.  Fifty- 
four  graves  were  raised.  Foundations  for  head  stones  and  monuments  were 
prepared.  One  and  one  half  tons  of  limestone  were  applied  to  the  Highland 
Cemetery,  also  one  ton  of  fertilizer.  The  latter  part  of  March  the  regular, 
cleaning  up  of  the  yards  was  started  and  all  cemeteries  were  thoroughly  raked. 
New  winter  graves  were  gone  over  and  the  sod  tamped.  Flower  beds  were  pre- 
pared for  planting  .  Walks  and  avenues  in  the  Locust,  South  and  Highland  Ceme- 
teries were  edged  and  weeded. 

The  first  mo  wing  took  place  April  23rd.  The  cemeteries  are  mowed  about 
18 times  a  season,  all  depending  upon  the  weather.  Due  to  the  dry  seasons,  the 
turf  is  getting  thin  and  wild  growth  is  taking  over  in  all  cemeteries.  Lime  and 
fertilizer  is  being  applied  to  stimulate  root  growth  of  the  grass  and  to  smother 
the  weeds.  A  weed  control  will  be  applied  this  summer.  Rotary  mowers  are 
being  used  to  keep  wild  growth  from  going  to  seed.  The  willy  s  Jeep  proved  very 
satisfactory  not  only  during  the  summer,  but  also  in  the  winter  in  clearing  the 
cemetery  avenues  of  snow,  also  clearing  the  parking  area  around  the  Town  Hall, 
the  parking  space  on  Market  Street  and  dead  end  streets.  The  jeep  was  used 
93  hours  on  the  Highway  Department,  and  the  Dodge  was  used  102  hours  on  snow 
removal.  Stones  have  been  pushed  over,  cars  have  been  driven  over  lots,  glass 
broken  in  the  avenues  and  plants,  flowers  and  baskets  stolen  from  lots.  Through 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  Stilphen  the  Executive  Secretary,  the  chains  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Highland  Cemetery  are  locked  at  sunset  each  night  during  the  summer  by 
the  Police  Department.  This  has  kept  vandalism  at  a  minimum.  During  the 
winter  the  chains  are  locked  each  night  at  4  p.m.  by  the  Cemetery  Department 
and  are  taken  care  of  on  week  ends  and  holidays  by  the  Police  Department.  The 
flag  in  the  Cowles  Memorial  Cemetery  is  raised  andlowered  each  working  da  y 
by  the  employees  of  the  department.  Five  6-grave  lots  and  eight  4-grave  lots 
were  allotted  by  the  American  Legion.

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STATEMENT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  IPSWICH: 

Your  School  Committee  submits  its  report  to  you  concerning  the  public 
school  system  of  the  town. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  some  of  our  goals  for  1958  were  realized. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  projects  was  the  summer  school  program  fin- 
anced by  Public  Law  87*f.   It  was  devoted  to  remedial  reading  and  its  success 
was  above  our  fondest  expectations.   No  small  part  of  the  success  was  due  to 
the  attitude  of  parents  and  pupils.   It  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  summer 
this  program  may  be  expanded  to  cover  other  areas  of  instruction. 

The  elementary  science  program  of  which  we  spoke  last  year  has  con- 
tinued to  function  very  well.   Any  person  who  attended  the  elementary  science 
fair  will  attest  to  this. 

The  music  program  was  enlarged  and  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  a 
new  teacher.   This  move  was  necessitated  by  the  heavy  work-load  of  the  music 
supervisor.  The  elementary  area  is  now  more  thoroughly  covered  and  choral 
work  on  the  secondary  level  is  getting  the  attention  it  has  sorely  needed  for 
some  time. 

As  to  progress  in  other  areas,  we  suggest  you  read  the  reports  of  the 
Superintendent,  Supervisors  and  Principals, 

One  of  the  chief  concerns  of  the  School  Committee  is  the  attraction 
and  retention  of  capable  teachers.   One  of  the  most  effective  steps  in  imple- 
menting this  is  an  attractive  salary  schedule.  The  School  Committee  adopted 
a  new  type  salary  schedule  this  year  which  is  based  on  a  ratio  factor  and  it 
will  be  found  ih  a  later  section  of  the  school  report.  In  essence,  it  takes 
a  special  cognizance  of  experience  and  thereby  serves  to  retain  desirable 
teachers, 

A  major  goal  for  the  year,  and  the  goal  we  sought  most,  namely  the 
solution  of  inadequate  school  housing,  was  not  attained. 

The  voters  of  Ipswich  were  given  the  opportunity  twice  to  vote  an  ap- 
propriation for  a  new  four  year  high  school.   Both  times  the  attempt  to  build 
a  new  school  was  defeated,  once  only  by  a  small  margin. 

As  a  result,  we  are  still  working  under  great  restrictions  of  time, 
space  and  facilities.   There  are  now  625  students  on  a  shortened  school  day 
and  this  figure  will  continue  to  rise  for  some  time  to  come. 
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It  appears  almost  certain  that  we  must  provide  two  additional  class- 
rooms in  the  elementary  grades  this  fall.  This  means  that  in  the  area  of 
grades  1-6  some  substandard  spaces  must  be  used  for  classrooms .This, coupled 
with  the  fact  that  all  grades,  7-12,  are  on  a  shortened  school  day,  shows 
clearly  that  all  areas  in  the  school  system  are  feeling  the  impact  of  greater 
enrollment  and  the  resultant  shortage  of  classroom  space. 


The  situation  will  become  worse  for  the  next  few  years  anyway, 
fact  is  based  on  known  pre-school  children  in  the  town. 


This 


The  School  Committee^  fondest  hope  in  the  year  that  lies  ahead  is  the 
same  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  several  years.   This  hope  is  that  we  citi- 
zens can  all  agree  to  a  solution  of  the  school  housing  problem  that  will  be 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  children  with  whose  education  we  are  entrusted. 
We  ask  your  earnest  consideration  in  this  pressing  matter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

"EDUCATION-A  DEBT  DUE  FROM  PRESENT  TO  FUTURE  GENERATIONS"-  Peabody 

This  statement,  which  serves  as  the  general  theme  of  the  Public 
School  report  for  1958,  has  strong  implications  for  those  of  us  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  education  of  the  youth  of  Ipswich,    Those  responsible  in- 
clude the  citizens  of  Ipswich  together  with  the  teachers  and  school  adminis- 
trators in  this  system* 

Most  adults  who  read  this  report  are  products  of  some  public 
school  which  he  or  she  attended  for  at  least  six  years  or  as  much  as  twelve 
years.   Each  was  able  to  do  so  because  previous  generations  had  assumed  a  re- 
sponsibility for  establishing  an  educational  program  and  constructing  schools 
in  which  to  offer  the  program.   Free  public  education  is  now  accepted  as  a 
birthright. 

Each  succeeding  year  those  who  are  responsible  for  public  educa- 
tion contribute,  in  varying  degrees,  to  the  progress  of  public  education. 

It  is  difficult  to  measure  in  any  given  year  the  end  results  of 
an  educational  program  on  any  particular  pupil,  group  of  pupils  or  community. 
The  intent  is  that  the  educational  program  have  certain  immediate  results, 
which  can  be  measured,  but  to  also  have  long-range  results  which  are  much 
more  difficult  to  measure  or  assess.   It  is  for  this  reason,  in  part,  that 
education  is  difficult  to  "sell"  to  some  people.   They  cannot  immediately  see 
the  return  on  their  investment  as  they  can  when  they  purchase  a  car  or  a 
book  or  a  new  house.   The  contributions  made  this  year,  whether  through 
taxes  by  citizens  or  through  teaching  by  teachers,  will  make  themselves  felt 
for  years  to  come. 

Education  is  not  a  tangible  thing  to  be  seen,  felt  or  heard  and 
yet  it  is  a  basic  requirement  for  all  in  this  society* 

In  the  school  year  1957-1958  the  total  expenditures  for  school 
purposes  amounted  to  $^65,5^5*  from  all  sources.  The  average  membership  in 
grades  one  through  twelve  was  1^15  -  an  average  cost  per  pupil  of  $329*00 
for  the  year.   It  cost  $1,83  per  pupil  for  each  school  dayl 
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The  responsibilities  of  a  community  grow  each  successive  year. Edu- 
cation, fortunately,  is  occupying  the  attention  of  people  more  than  ever  be- 
fore. 

Rising  costs  of  living  are  apparent  to  all.  Costs  of  educating  the 
pupils  are  also  rising.  To  complicate  the  situation,  enrollments  are  also 

rising.  A  new  pupil  coming  to  the  Ipswich 
Public  Schools  immediately  has  to  be  fur- 
nished with  the  following:  a  teacher, whom 
he  will  share  with  a  number  of  other  pu- 
pils; a  desk  and  chair;  a  properly  heated, 
lighted  and  ventilated  classroom;  books, 
workbooks;  paper;  pencils;  perhaps  a  seat 
on  a  school  bus;  lunch  facilities facili- 
ties for  washing;  the  services  of  a  nurse; 
the  services  of  the  art,  music  and  read-

porting education  because  its  end  results 
will  affect,  in  turn,  the  whole  community. 


SCHOOL  ENROLLMENTS 


Each  of  the  above  pupils,  beginning  with  1958  figures,  is  right  now 
either  in  school  or  living  in  Ipswich  as  a  pre-school  youngster  waiting  his 
or  her  turn  to  enter  the  first  grade. 


What  accommodations  will  be  available  to  educate  these  young  people 
now  in  school,  and  those  coming  to  school  in  future  years? 

Additional  school  housing  is  definitely 
needed.  No  one  seems  to  dispute  this  fact. 
The  problem  seems  to  rest  basically  on  what 
kind  of  housing  should  be  provided  and  at 
what  grade  levels. 

A  school  building  is  a  physical,  material 
thing  which  can  be  seen  and  used.  It  is  to 
many  a  symbol,  the  only  visible  symbol,  of 
education  in  a  community.  It  represents  a  long-term  investment,  involves 
large  sums  of  money  and  needs  to  be  given  serious  consideration  in  the  long- 
range  plans  of  the  community. 
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The  present  school  plant  is  being  utilized  to  a  high  degree.   All 
classrooms  in  the  Burley,  Shatswell  and  Winthrop  Schools  are  in  use  now.   It 
is  expected  that  one,  and  possibly  two,  additional  rooms  will  be  needed  in 
September,  1959. 
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Possible  solutions  include  using  the  lower  level  of  the  Shatswell 
School,  now  a  lunch  room  and  all-purpose  room;  move  the  Opportunity  Class 
(Special  Class)  to  some  other  area  thereby  releasing  a  regular  classroom; 
using  the  all-purpose  room  at  the  Winthrop  School;  or  increase  class  size  to 
38  in  some  grades  thereby  making  rooms  available. 

Ipswich  High  School  has  the  following  type  and  number  of  rooms. 
There  are  eleven  (11)  regular  classrooms,  a  sewing  room  and  a  cooking  room 
for  Home  Economics,  a  typing  room,  a  science  laboratory,  a  study  hall,  a 
music  room,  a  gymnasium-auditorium,  a  cafeteria,  offices,  a  teachers*  room 
and  other  storage  rooms.   The  Shop  Building  has  an  upstairs  area  for  Art  and 
Graphic  Arts,  a  downstairs  area  for  woodworking  and  machines  and  a  storage 
room  for  supplies.  All  these  rooms  are  in  use  daily  by  Grades  9-12 • 


Grades  7-8  use  a  majority  of  these  same  facilities  in  the  afternoon 
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Additional  housing  is  not  the  only  long- 
range  consideration.  Competitive  salaries, 
expansion  of  the  curriculum  in  depth  to 
meet  the  needs  of  pupils  in  a  complex  world, 
larger  teaching  staff,  larger  administra- 
tive staff,  possibilities  of  public  school 
kindergarten-all  these  factors  have  to  be 
examined  and  decisions  made  concerning  them. 

Decisions  have  to  be  made  if  the  community 
is  to  continue  to  accept  its  responsibility 
for  the  young  people  of  Ipswich-those  here 
and  those  to  come. 


In  other  sections  of  the  school  report  are  mentioned  specific  ac- 
complishments in  which  all  can  take  pride.  There  has  been  much  done  that  is 
"good  education"  by  some  outstanding  people  in  this  school  system. 

The  primary  aim  and  interest  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  to 
do  all  possible  to  promote  the  best  educational  system  possible  for  those 
most  affected  -  the  boys  and  girls  of  this  community.   It  is  felt  that  some 
positive  steps  have  been  taken  in  that  direction  in  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  the  School  Committee, 
and  to  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

The  high  school  continues  to  function  under  the  handi- 
cap of  an  abbreviated  school  day  due  to  the  double  use 
of  the  facilities  for  both  morning  and  afternoon  ses- 
sions* Until  a  solution  to  this  problem  is  provided, 
the  educational  needs  of  the  young  people  in  grades  7 
through  12  will  not  be  fully  met* 

Enrollment  in  the  high  school  at  the  end  of  1958  is 
approximately  the  same  as  it  was  at  the  end  of  the  pre- 
vious year*   However,  an  enrollment  increase  of  at 
least  thirty  students  is  anticipated  when  school  opens  next  September,  This 
will  make  the  high  school  enrollment  over  A-OO  students.  Continued  increases 
in  enrollment  will  necessitate  the  provision  of  additional  classroom  space* 
This  is  essential  if  a  program  suited  to  the  needs  and  interests  of  the  stu- 
dents is  to  be  provided*  A  temporary  solution  to  the  problem  of  classroom 
space  will  be  provided  by  the  installation  of  folding  partitions  in  the  caf- 
eteria* This  will  provide  three  classroom  spaces  which  will  be  available 
for  use  during  part  of  the  school  day# 

The  curriculum  offered  in  the  high  school 
compares  favorably  with  that  offered  at  other  high 
schools  of  similar  size*  The  number  and  kinds  of 
subjects  offered  are  about  the  same*  In  some  areas 
however,  especially  in  Science,  definite  limitations 
are  placed  on  content  due  to  the  lack  of  necessary 
laboratory  facilities.  The  one  laboratory  in  the 
school  is  used  most  of  the  time  for  instruction  in 
Physics  and  Chemistry*  Very  little  time  is  available 
for  use  of  the  laboratory  by  students  who  are  study- 
ing Biology  and  General  Science. 
* ' ■  ■  * •" •■ 

The  much-needed  library  will  become  a  reality  in  the 
high  school  in  the  near  future*  Plans  to  install  a 
folding  partition  in  the  present  study  hall  have  been 
made,  with  part  of  the  room  to  be  used  as  a  library 
area*  Reference  materials  to  assist  students  in  pre- 
paring their  reports  and  daily  lessons  will  be  kept 
in  this  area* 

The  return  last  Spring  of  the  driver  education  automobile  to  the 
dealer  who  generously  provided  it  and  the  inability  to  obtain  another  auto- 
mobile has  resulted  in  the  curtailment  of  the  driver  education  program  to 
classroom  instruction  only*   So  far  no  dealer  has  been  willing  to  provide  an 
automobile  so  that  the  very  worthwhile  and  much-needed  behind-the-wheel  in- 
struction may  be  offered. 

Additional  extra-curricular  activities  have  been 
added  to  the  high  school  program.  Included  are 
cross  country,  track,  and  rowing.  These  activi- 
ties are  worthwhile  in  that  the  students  in- 
volved are  generally  those  who  do  not  partici- 
pate in  other  activities.  These  activities  take 
place  after  regular  school  hours  and  in  no  way 
interfere  with  or  replace  any  part  of  the  stu- 
dent's regular  school  program. 
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A  series  of  "General  Education"  classes  were  held  last  yvar   in  an 
attempt  to  enrich  the  high  school  program.   Speakers  representing  many  dif- 
ferent fields  of  activity  and  interest  conducted  the  classes.  Time  for  these 
classes  was  provided  by  extending  the  school  day  beyond  the  usual  closing 
time. 

A  test  of  general  educational  development 
fijriF   was  administered  to  the  entire  student  body 
J/'Yf?\    of  the  high  school  early  in  the  fall.   The 


results  of  this  test  will  be  studied  care- 
fully to  learn  the  implications  which  they 
have  for  the  entire  local  school  system. 

The  high  school  is  truly  a  "community  school"  in  that  its  facili- 
ties are  used  very  extensively  after  regular  school  hours  by  many  groups 
from  the  local  community  as  well  as  from  the  school.  The  wide  range  of  acti- 
vities held  in  the  school  include  athletic  practice  sessions  and  games,  gym- 
nastics classes,  adult  education  classes,  extension  courses  for  teachers, 
banquets,  exhibits,  parent-teacher  group  meetings,  concerts,  and  many  other 
things. 

A  source  of  strength  in  the  high  school  is 
the  teaching  staff.   All  members  of  the 
staff  have  had  valuable  training  and  most 
have  had  many  years  of  valuable  experience* 
Very  little  turnover  among  teacher  personnel 
occurred  during  the  year.  Only  two  members 
of  the  staff  are  new,  one  having  replaced  a 
teacher  who  left  in  the  Spring,  while  the 
other  replaced  a  teacher  who  left  to  accept 
an  administrative  position  in  another  state.  The  entire  staff  is  highly  com- 
mended for  doing  an  excellent  job  despite  the  obvious  handicaps  imposed  by 
the  double  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  school.

REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  TO  PRINCIPAL 
GRADES  7-12 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  complete 
junior  high  staff,  supervisors,  Dr,  O'Kane, 
and  our  parents,  the  junior  high  program 
during  the  past  school  year  can  certainly 
be  deemed  most  successful.  In  an  effort  to 
disregard  the  status  quo  we  have  moved  ahead 
in  the  areas  of  curriculum  improvement,  per- 
sonnel evaluation,  increased  time  and  more 
extensive  co-  and  extra-curricular  activi- 
ties. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  offerings  in  grade  7  and  8,  the  areas  of  ScL- 
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ence,  Reading  and  Arithmetic  have  been  broadened.  The  science  courses  in 
grades  7  and  8  include  not  only  regular  classroom  lectures  and  lessons  but 

more  varied  experiences  in  dealing  with 
lab  equipment  and  using  same  under  the  gui- 
dance  of  Mr,  Cruikshank.  Coupled  with  the 
fact  that  the  pupil  participation  in  more 
lab  work  creates  a  better  understanding  of 
certain  scientific  principles,  it  also  pro- 
duces a  smoother  articulation  for  later 
senior  high  school  science  courses. 

Our  reading  course,  offered  to  all  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils,  has 
been  broadened  to  include  more  critical  and  analytical  reading  in  addition 
to  regular  instruction  in  reading  fundamentals.  Mr.  Pappas  also  devoted  much 
time  to  pupils  needing  remedial  instruction  in  reading.  Since  reading  is  an 
integral  part  of  our  Language  Arts  Program,  our  English  teachers  regularly 
meet  with  Mr.  Pappas  to  determine  the  specific  areas  needing  greater  atten- 
tion and  emphasis. 
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A  regular  course  in  beginning  Algebra  is 
being  given  to  certain  grade  8  pupils  who 
have  exhibited  proficiency  in  the  subject. 
This  course,  if  successfully  passed  will 
provide  these  pupils  with  an  opportunity  to 
elect  five  years  of  mathematics  in  high 
school  where  only  four  years  are  offered 
presently. 


For  the  first  time  since  afternoon  sessions  began  we  are  offering 
our  pupils  a  comprehensive  music  program.  Prior  to  this  year  the  entire  stu- 
dent body  met  once  a  week  and  received  instructions  in  vocal  music  and  appre- 
ciation. This  class  totaled  200  or  more  pupils.  This  year  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Begin,  classes  of  60-80  meet  once  a  week  and  receive  more  concentra- 
ted instruction  in  music  fundamentals,  appreciation,  and  vocal  music.  While 
this  condition  is  not  ideal,  it  is  a  decided  improvement  over  our  previous 
program. 

A  junior  chorus,  directed  by  Miss  Begin,  meets  once  a  week  before 
school  and  provides  approximately  60  pupils  with  an  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  a  worth-while  activity.   Band  provides  another  experience  for  pupils 
wishing  to  play  a  musical  instrument  and  partake  of  band  activities. 

Provisions  are  being  made  for  certain  pu- 
pils having  proficiency  in  Art.  These  pu- 
pils will  be  provided  with  an  opportunity 
to  meet  with  Mr.  Hayes  during  specified 
mornings  and  will  receive  instructions  in 
elementary  and  advance  techniques  and  in 
art  appreciation. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  scholastic  offerings  the  following  stu- 
dents services  are  provided  to  our  pupils.  These  services  are  all  directly 
related  to  our  pupils'  needs  and  in  general  are  essential  to  better  teaching- 
learning  situations.  These  services  include:  physical  examinations  given  by 
Dr.  Collins;  hearing  examinations  given  by  qualified  State  audiometer  spec- 
ialists; sight  examinations  given  by  qualified  personnel;  Patch  tuberculosis 
tests  and  other  immunizations;  regular  daily  visits  by  Miss  DeMille,  the 
school  nurse;  accident  insurance  for  a  low  fee;  regular  guidance  services  of 
counseling,  psychological  and  psychiatric  referrals  to  qualified  agencies, 
plus  regular  I.Q.'s  and  achievement  testing. 
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Other  co-  and  extra-activities  that  include  pupil-teacher  partici- 
pation are  assembly  programs,  dramatics,  declamation  programs,  speech  club, 
conversational  French  periods,  parent-teacher  conferences,  parent-teacher 
meetings,  professional  committee  work,  art  club,  choral  practice,  student 
council,  band  and  outdoor  recreation  activities. 

During  the  past  school  year  a  group  of  teachers,  supervisors, prin- 
cipals, and  Dr.  O'Kane  met  for  several  months  to  provide  an  objective  instru- 
ment to  be  used  to  measure  teacher  competence  and  to  provide  other  evaluative 
criteria  for  teachers-principals  use.   This  criterion  is  used  twice  during 
the  school  year  where  each  teacher  and  administrator  is  evaluated.  This  in- 
strument is  used  to  improve  techniques  where  necessary  and  to  present  a 
clear  picture  of  teacher  administrator  status  and  relationship. 

Many  inadequacies  still  exist  in  our  program  and  can  only  be  cared 
for  through  additional  school  housing  with  facilities  comparable  to  those  we 
are  now  using. 

An  excellent  staff  has  provided  our  pupils  with  the  finest  educa- 
tional opportunities  available  under  these  circumstances. 

The  end  product,  our  pupils,  have  proven  that  our  job  is  well  done. 
Despite  conditions  and  limited  time,  our  pupils  compare  very  favorably  with 
others  of  similar  age  and  education. 

Fine  rapport  exists  among  staff,  supervisors,  administrators  and 
our  superintendent,  and  all  are  deeply  engaged  in  providing  our  pupils  with 
a  sound  and  beneficial  education*

REPORT  OF  THE  BURLEY  AND 
SHATSWELL  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School  Committee, 
and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

As  Principal  of  the  Burley  and  Shatswell  Schools,  I  herewith  submit 
a  report  of  progress  in  the  elementary  schools  under  my  direction. 


School  Population  and  Room  Utilization; 

In  January,  1958 ,  there  were  223  pupils  in 
the  eight-room  Burley  School,  and  201  pu- 
pils utilizing  seven  classrooms  in  the 
Shatswell  School,  At  the  Burley  School, 
classes  were  organized  two  rooms  for  each 
grade,  one  through  four.  At  the  Shatswell 
School  the  same  grade  organization  was 
maintained  except  for  a  single  fourth  grade « 
Class  size  in  both  schools  averaged  twenty- 
eight  in  January* 

By  contrast,  we  ended  the  year  1958  with  a  school  population  of  237 
pupils  in  the  Burley  School,  utilizing  the  eight  classrooms,  while  at  the 
Shatswell  School  the  pupils  number  222  with  all  eight  classrooms  in  use.  The 
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average  class  size  in  December  remained  at  twenty-eight  for  the  Shat swell 
School  and  increased  to  twenty-nine  at  the  Burley  School. 

STAFF  INFORMATION:

The  staff  at  both  the  Shatswell  and  Burley 
Schools  changed  during  the  year  1958.  In  Feb- 
ruary, Mrs.  Hannon,  second  grade  teacher  at 
the  Burley  School,  moved  to  Worcester  and 
Miss  Friend  was  on  leave  for  most  of  the 
school  year  because  of  illness.   At  the  end 
of  the  school  year  in  June,  four  other  staff 
members  left  for  various  reasons.  In  Septem- 
ber of  1958  the  staff  of  the  Burley  and  Shate- 
well  Schools  consisted  of  four  experienced 
teachers  working  with  four  teachers  new  to 
By  shifting  experienced  teachers  we  have  maintained  balanced  staffs 
lementary  schools. 


We  were  all  extremely  saddened  by  the  death  of  Miss  Anne  Friend 
during  the  summer  of  1958.  Miss  Friend  had  been  a  teacher  in  Ipswich  for 
thirty-seven  years,  all  of  them  in  the  Burley  School.   She  gave  to  her  adop- 
ted town  many  years  of  devoted  service.  Miss  Friend  was  a  staunch  member  of 
community  organizations,  and  served  as  treasurer  of  the  Teachers1  Club  for 
many  years. 

CURRICULUM  PROGRESS: 

The  year  1958  has  seen  our  schools  become  in- 
creasingly strong  in  curriculum  development.  The  Science  curriculum  has  met 
with  increased  interest  from  both  pupils  and  teachers.  The  added  emphasis 
placed  on  vocal  music  by  Mr.  Antognoni,  and  in  September  by  Miss  Begin,  in  the 
elementary  schools  has  in  no  way  limited  the  interest  in  instrumental  music 

so  capably  handled  by  our  former  music  super- 
visor even  though  the  start  of  instrumental 
music  has  been  advanced  one  year.  Art  in  the 
schools,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Chad- 
bourne,  continues  to  be  a  source  of  interest 
to  most  pupils.  In  the  area  of  Arithmetic  we 
have  obtained  a  better  balanced  curriculum 
by  using  the  same  basic  text  through  the 
grades  and  the  program  of  grades  one  and  two 
is  now  geared  to  that  series.  Total  achieve- 
ment scores  in  this  area  point  up  the  necessity  of  constant  effort  on  the 
part  of  all  to  strengthen  "problem  solving." 

The  Language  Arts  program,  which  includes  the 
area  of  reading,  language,  spelling,  and  wri- 
ting, under  the  careful  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Evans,  Reading  Supervisor,  has  become  a  truly 
developmental  program  in  grades  one  through 
four.   With  the  cooperation  of  the  Reading 
Supervisor,  approval  was  granted  by  the 
School  Committee  to  further  develop  the  Lan- 
guage Arts  program  in  grade  four  by  the  use  of  some  of  the  techniques  em- 
ployed in  the  developmental  program  in  grades  five  and  six.  This  study  was 
limited  to  the  Burley  School  starting  in  September. 
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PLANT  AND  MAINTENANCE: 


Every  effort  was  made  this  past  year  to  keep 
the  Burley  and  Shatswell  Schools  in  good  con- 
dition. A  planned  program  of  cleaning  and 
maintenance  was  developed  in  conjunction  with 
the  custodians;  Mr.  Cunningham  at  the  Shats- 
well School  and  Mr.  Gwinn  at  the  Burley 
School,  with  Mr.  Bowen  substituting  for  a 
part  of  the  year  at  the  Burley  School, 

The  Burley  School  finished  its  three-year  painting  program,  in- 
stalled new  stair  treads  and  new  ceilings,  provided  a  small  room  for  the  use 
of  the  Reading  Supervisor,  and  set  up  a  second  lunchroom. 

The  Shatswell  School,  having  changed  to  an  oil  burner  during  the 
summer  months  of  1957 *  showed  a  fuel  saving  for  the  year.  The  three-year 
painting  program  was  continued,  concentrating  on  the  basement  area.   The 
teachers'  lavatory  was  tiled,  windows  repaired,  and  parking  facilities  im- 
proved. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  INFORMATION: 

The  acquisition  of  Mrs.  Davison  on  a  full-time  basis  as  secretary 
in  the  elementary  schools  under  my  direction  has  more  than  justified  the 
foresight  of  the  School  Committee.  With  this  added  clerical  help  a  more  bene- 
ficial program  was  set  up.   It  allowed  the  principal  more  time  to  supervise , 
to  direct  his  attention  to  development  of  the  curriculum,  to  research,  and 
still  maintain  and  expand  the  necessary  control  of  general  routine  matters, 

PARENTAL  COOPERATION: 


Our  efforts  to  bring  more  and  more  parents  into  close  contact  with 
the  elementary  schools,  its  program  and  teachers,  we  are  proud  to  say,  are 
meeting  with  increasing  success.   Our  School  Associations  meet  five  times  a 
year  in  formal  meetings  planned  by  the  officers.   Attendance  at  these  assoc- 
iations meetings  average  close  to  one  hundred  parents,  which  is  usually  a 
full  house  considering  the  fact  that  we  use  a  classroom  in  the  Burley  School 
and  the  all-purpose  room  in  the  Shatswell  School, 

Through  the  "Teacher  for  a  Day"  program, held 
during  Education  Week  each  November, parents 
were  encouraged  to  assume  the  responsibility 
of  conducting  a  class.  Participation  was  at 
a  higher  degree  this  year  than  in  the  past 
years  and  we  look  toward  a  one  hundred  per- 
cent staff  of  lay  people  next  year« 

Teacher-Parent  conferences  held  during  after  school  hours  reached 
an  all-time  high  this  past  year.  We  were  extremely  pleased  to  have  had  a  to- 
tal of  38^  conferences  between  teachers  and  parents  during  195&*  We  hope  this 
will  continue  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our  increasing  efforts  toward  home-school 
cooperation. 

Last,  we  would  like  to  re-emphasize  our  "oped' 
door  policy  to  all  parents  and  citizens.   We 
would  like  to  see  more  and  more  of  our  citi- 
zens come  into  our  schools, visit  classrooms, 
observe  our  teaching,  our  program,  our  man- 
agement. 
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As  Principal,  I  extend  an  all-inclusive  THANK  YOU  to  the  many  de- 
partments, agencies,  and  facilities,  who  cooperate  with  our  educational  pro- 
gram; to  the  citizens  of  Ipswich  for  providing  the  means,  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  theSuperintendent  for  providing  the  direction  and  leadership  which 
enables  your  Principal  and  his  loyal  staff  to  plan  and  carry  through  a  school 
year  geared  to  the  increasing  demands  and  needs  of  our  every-changing  society

REPORT  OF  WINTHROP  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 


I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  acti- 
vities and  progress  pertaining  to  the  Win- 
throp  School  for  the  previous  school  year. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  ac- 
tive in  the  short  history  of  the  new  school. 
Continued  emphasis  on  curriculum  develop- 
ment and  improvement,  coupled  with  in- 
creased efforts  to  give  the  children  of 
Ipswich  the  best  possible  elementary  school  education,  have  permeated  the 
thinking  and  the  actions  of  the  entire  staff  of  teachers,  supervisors,  and 
the  principal  during  this  period. 

During  the  year  several  personnel  changes  were  made  and  several 
new  teachers  were  added  to  the  system. 

The  high  registration  of  pupils  who  were  to  enter  the  first  grade 
involved  the  preparation  of  an  additional  first  grade  class.   On  September  8 
the  Winthrop  School  began  its  curriculum  activities  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  kZl   pupils. 

The  unique  Language  Arts  program  (reading,  spelling  and  English 
grammar)  conducted  in  grades  five  and  six  under  the  guidance  and  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Mary  Evans,  Supervisor  of  Reading,  has  caused  wide  interest  in  our 
school  by  school  authorities  in  other  communities.  We  have  had  many  inquiries 
regarding  the  success  of  the  curriculum  plan. 

We  believe  that  this  program  is  a  decided 
step  in  the  right  direction  and  are  ex- 
tremely proud  of  the  results  that  have  been 
achieved.  We  are  more  convinced  than  ever 
that  our  Language  Arts  curriculum  plan  has 
solved  the  problems  of  stimulating  the 
academically  talented  child  to  greater 
efforts  and  achievements  while  adequately 
providing  for  the  slower  learners.  The 
efficiency  of  teaching  has  improved  in  this 
area  for  the  average  student  is  not  dis- 
tracted by  the  talented  child  or  by  the  s3ow 
learner.

The  Remedial  Reading  Summer  School  program,  with  an  enrollment  of 
50  pupils,  was  introduced  into  the  elementary  school  curriculum  this  year, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Mary  Evans,  and  proved  extremely  successful. 
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The  purpose  of  this  program  was  to  offer  help  to  those  who  needed  it  in  the 
area  of  reading.  Classes  were  held  during  the  first  six  weeks  of  summer  at 
the  Winthrop  School  and  were  taught  by  Mr.  William  Waitt,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Rose 
Merry,  Mrs.  Alice  Bennett,  Mr.  Charles  Pappas.   It  is  hoped  that  this  pro- 
gram will  be  continued  with  expanded  enrollment  and  broadened  to  include 
other  subject  areas. 


The 


high  point  of  the  year*s  activities  was  the  Elementary  School 

Science  Fair  in  Ipswich,  which  was  held  in 
March.   This  elementary  school  science  fair 
was  the  first  to  be  held  in  this  area  of 
Massachusetts.   It  attracted  wide  attention 
both  from  educators  and  lay  persons  in  this 
and  other  communities  of  the  North  Shore* 
At  least  1,000  students  viewed  the  large 
collection  of  science  projects  in  the  two 
days  they  were  on  display  and  nearly  1500 
parents,  friends,  educators,  and  others 
visited  the  event  at  an  evening  showing. 

More  than  300  exhibits,  charts,  models,  demonstrations  and  projects  filled 
the  all-purpose  room  of  the  school  as  well  as  an  adjoining  room  and  the  hall* 
All  projects  were  made  by  the  children  with  little  assistance  from  parents. 
The  wide  variety  of  projects  and  the  great  amount  of  knowledge  and  intelli- 
gence shown  by  the  children  in  the  development  of  their  projects  was  a  source 
of  amazement  to  all  who  were  in  attendance.   The  novel  project  was  sparked  by 
Mr.  Donald  Cruikshank  and  Mr.  John  Cur ley  of  the  Winthrop  staff  and  they  were 
assisted  by  many  other  teachers  who  devoted  considerable  effort  toward  the 
success  of  the  venture.   It  was  the  most  outstanding  event  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  Ipswich  in  the  memories  of  many  of  our  veteran  teachers  and  plans 
are  underway  for  a  similar  event  in  the  early  part  of  1959 • 

A  fine  example  of  excellent  cooperation  among  teachers,  adminis- 
trators, students,  parents  and  townspeople,  was  the  highly  successful  and 
beneficial  lawn  party  and  bazaar  held  on  the  school  grounds  in  June  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Winthrop  School  Association.   Enough  money  was  raised  to  pur- 
chase a  television  set  for  school  use. 

We  were  pleased  to  have  a  number  of  parents  visit  our  school  dur- 
ing Education  Week,  and  to  have  the  parents  once  again  take  part  in  the 
"Teacher  for  a  Day"  program.  We  sincerely  hope  this  program  will  continue  in 
the  future  so  that  many  other  parents  may  share  this  experience. 

The  building  has  been  used  by  many  civic  organizations,  such  as 
the  Well  Child  Clinic  which  is  held  monthly  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Frank 
Collins,  School  Physician  and  Miss  Violet  DeMille,  School  Nurse;  the  Winthrop 
School  Association,  the  Regional  School  Committee,  the  School  Building  Needs 
Committee,  the  Essex  County  Teachers  Association  Salary  Committee,  the  Ips- 
wich Teachers  Association,  the  Recreation  Committee  Activities,  and  for  town 
elections* 


Mr.  Robert  Burke,  Physical  Education  In- 
structor, has  continued  to  conduct  weekly 
classes  to  members  of  grades  *f,  5  and  6. 
The  wide  range  of  activity  keeps  all  keenly 
interested  in  this  useful  addition  to  the 
curriculum. 


Growth  in  the  field  of  Art  has  been  constantly  stimulated  by  Mr. 
Frank  Chadbourne,  Supervisor  of  Art.  Many  new  and  different  projects  have 
been  introduced  as  well  as  a  review  of  many  essential  skills  of  this  area* 
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Scenery  for  various  assembly  programs,  murals,  window  decorations  and  holiday 
art  projects  were  guided  by  him. 

The  Audubon  Nature  Study  course  has  continued  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Flor.  Her  bi-monthly  hourly  presentations  are  looked  forward  to  with 
great  interest  by  the  sixth  grade  classes. 

Mr.  Robert  Antognoni,  Music  Supervisor,  and  Miss  Dolores  Begin, the 
new  teacher  of  music,  deserve  much  thanks  and  appreciation  from  all  for  their 
cooperation  in  all  phases  of  their  duties.  Their  splendid  work  in  supervising 
the  performance  of  the  operatta,  "Merry  Christmas,  Mister  Snowman,"  brought 
much  enthusiastic  response  from  all  viewers. 

The  formation  of  a  fifty  voice  chorus  consisting  of  fifth  and  sixth 
grade  pupils  has  added  much  depth  and  breadth  to  the  vocal  music  program. Un- 
der the  direction  of  Mr.  Antognoni,  the  group  has  performed  exceptionally 
well  at  several  public  gatherings. 

Children  and  teachers  join  in  expressing 
their  appreciation  for  the  excellent  meals 
served  by  Mrs.  Helen  Corey  and  her  excel- 
lent staff  of  assistants.  Under  the  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Lionel  Sheppard,  Cafeteria 
Manager  of  the  Ipswich  Public  Schools,  350 
tasty  well-balanced  meals  have  been  served 
each  day. 


No  report  of  the  school's  progress  would  be  complete  without  a  word 
of  praise  to  Mr.  Harry  Miller  and  Mr.  John  Hovey,  school  custodians,  for  their 
untiring  efforts  and  efficiency  in  keeping  our  building  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. Everyone  connected  with  the  school  appreciates  their  diligent  work. 

A  great  deal  of  credit  is  due  to  Mrs.  Helen  Coulouras  for  the  ef- 
ficient administration  of  the  school  office.  Her  manner  of  handling  school 
business  has  added  a  great  deal  to  the  smooth  administration  of  the  school. 

Mrs.  Lena  J.  Atherley,  principal  of  the  Winthrop  Elementary  School 
has  been  absent  from  her  duties  for  the  last  two  months  of  1958  due  to  ill- 
ness. At  her  direction,  this  report  of  the  activities  and  progress  of  the 
Winthrop  School  was  prepared  by  the  administrative  assistant  of  the  building, 
Mr.  William  E.  Waitt,  Jr. 

A  sincere  expression  of  thanks  and  appreciation  is  extended  to  Dr.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

The  music  program  has  made  definite  strides 
in  the  year  1958.  Most  important  of  these  was 
the  addition  of  another  music  teacher  to  as- 
sist in  the  program.  Miss  Dolores  Begin  was 
hired  in  the  summer  and  assumed  her  duties  in 
the  fall. 

Miss  Begin  is  doing  most  of  the  vocal  work  in 
the  schools  with  the  exception  of  grades  5  and  6.   It  is  now  possible  to  visit 
each  classroom  in  grades  1-6  weekly.   The  Junior  High  general  music  class  has 
been  divided  from  one  large  class  to  four  smaller  classes,  A  Junior  High  cho- 
rus under  the  direction  of  Miss  Begin  has  been  organized  and  made  its  first 
appearance  at  the  Christmas  pageant* 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grade  chorus  has  been  increased  from  50  to  80 
students.  A  very  successful  operetta  was  staged  at  the  Winthrop  School  at 
Christmas  time  using  students  from  all  grades.  Over  100  students  participated 
on  stage  along  with  many  others  who  helped  in  making  it  such  a  success* 

The  instrumental  program  is  growing  rapidly  despite  the  limited  tine 
and  space.  Flutophone  instruction  resumed  in  grade  k   this  fall.  Forty  new 
students  started  on  new  instruments  in  grades  five  and  six.   The  Junior  Band 
meets  at  the  Winthrop  School  one  morning  per  week  as  a  feeder  unit  to  the 
Senior  Band. 

The  Senior  Band  has  played  an  important  part 
in  the  school  spirit  and  morale  of  the  High 
School.  The  Band  played  at  rallies  and  all 
home  football  games.  An  exchange  concert  was 
held  with  the  High  School  Band  from  Madison, 
Maine.  Socially  and  musically  it  was  an  un- 
forgettable experience. 

Our  students  have  carried  the  name  of  Ipswich 
to  the  State  and  District  musical  organiza- 
tions.  One  student  was  selected  last  spring. 
to  play  in  the  All-State  Band  at  Springfield. 
This  fall  another  member  of  the  Band  played 
in  the  Northeastern  District  Festival  Bando 
Six  girls  from  Miss  Begin' s  high  school  cho- 
rus sang  in  the  Northeastern  District  Chorus. 

Some  new  instruments  were  purchased  last  spring  for  the  Band.  Two 

Baritone  horns  and  two  French  horns  were  among  them.  All  are  in  use  and  have 

helped  the  instrumentation  of  the  Band.   More  instruments  are  needed  to  com- 
plete the  balance  of  the  Band. 

Because  the  interest  of  the  Band  is  so  high,  an  Association  has  been 
formed.  This  group  is  made  up  mostly  of  Band  Parents  whose  purpose  is  to  aid 
and  assist  the  Band  Director  in  any  way  possible.   Our  aim  continues  to  be 
"More  music  for  more  students." 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee,  Principals 
and  teachers  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  given  me  in  1958.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 


The  past  year  has  seen  the  culmination  of 
the  long  term  program  to  establish  a  work- 
able supervisor-teacher  relationship  in  art 
instruction.  The  final  step  was  taken  with 
the  transfer  of  art  instruction  in  the  High 
School  to  Mr.  G,  Mark  Hayes, 


We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  program  op- 
erates very  smoothly.  No  friction  or  diffi- 
culty has  been  experienced  beyond  those  due 
to  various  shortcomings  in  physical  facili- 
ties. With  the  splendid  cooperation  and  in- 
genuity demonstrated  at  all  times  by  the  teaching  staff,  even  these  problems 
are  not  allowed  to  prevent  presenting  a  solid  course  of  instruction. 

The  change  referred  to  above  came  about  in  September  1958,  when  co- 
operative planning  on  the  part  of  the  administrative  staff  permitted  a  return 
to  a  weekly  supervisory  program  by  the  art  supervisor.  Previous  to  September, 
visits  were  limited  to  once  in  every  two  weeks.  With  an  excellent  background 
of  training  and  experience,  Mr.  Hayes,  aware  of  the  need,  voluntarily  assumed 
the  duties  of  High  School  art  instructor. 

The  situation  now  is  one  where  all  the  classroom  teachers  and  the 
art  supervisor  work  as  a  unit  in  promoting  the  interests  of  sound  instruction. 
The  teaching  staff  is  highly  capable,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  improve- 
ments could  be  made  except  through  this  move.  The  supervisor  is  now  more 
readily  available  as  a  consultant  and  resource  person, 

Mr.  Hayes  has  already  carried  out  some  noteworthy  advances  in  the 
quality  and  type  of  work  done  at  the  high  school  level.  Beyond  this,  the  High 
School  Art  Club  has  been  revivified  and  has  become  a  live  and  valuable  extra- 
curricular activity. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  we  have  the  same  difficulties  we  have  had 
since  afternoon  sessions  began  for  this  group.  There  is  lack  of  time  and  in- 
adequate facilities  for  establishment  of  an  optimum  program.  Fortunately,  the 
teaching  staff  is  a  dedicated  and  able  group,  minimizing  the  difficulties 
through  good  planning  and  enthusiasm.  Both  Mr.  Connon  and  Mr.  Rogers  have 
done  much  to  further  improvements  on  the  administrative  side.  For  the  Junior 
High  School,  a  major  step  forward  will  be  taken  immediately  after  January, 
1959$  when  a  series  of  illustrated  lectures  will  be  given  on  Art  Appreciation 
and  the  History  of  Art  by  the  Supervisor, 

The  program  in  the  elementary  grades  operates  with  smoothness  and 
precision.  The  staff  is  well-versed  in  sound  teaching  methods  and  in  ability 
to  keep  pupil  interest  at  a  high  level.  We  are  indebted  in  many  ways  for  sig- 
nificant assists  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Atherley,  Mr.  Bennett,  and  Mr.  Waitt, 

Several  exhibitions  of  pupil  work  have  been 
on  display  at  the  Public  Library,  As  alwajs 
Miss  Hester  Mitchell,  Librarian,  has  been 
more  than  generous  in  providing  space  for 
exhibitions.  Her  willingness  to  display 
school  work  fills  a  real  need,  since  the 
available  space  elsewhere  is  extremely 
limited. 
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Through  careful  buying  and  distribution  methods  the  art  budget  for 
1959-196,0  remains  practically  the  same  in  per  pupil  cost.  The  total  is  sli- 
ghtly higher  due  to  the  anticipated  pupil  increase.  Buying  art  supplies 
through  the  bid  system  results  in  savings  sufficient  to  take  care  of  short- 
ages bound  to  occur  near  the  close  of  the  academic  year. 

A  program  that  works  smoothly  is  indicative  of  ready  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  all  concerned.  We  recognize  that  the  fruition  of  the  plan  under- 
taken several  years  ago  lies  wholly  in  the  willing  and  often  patient  help  of 
the  School  Committee,  the  Superintendent,  the  Principals,  and  not  least,  the 
teachers  themselves.  On  the  classroom  teachers  fell  the  real  burden  of  making 
the  plan  work.   If  cooperation  here  had  not  been  wholehearted,  progress  would 
have  been  slow  and  painful.  This  successful  establishment  of  a  sound  method 
of  operation  is  not  considered  to  be  an  end,  but  a  beginning.  From  now  on, we 
may  set  our  sights  on  curriculum  improvements  in  specific  areas. 

In  a  personal  way,  we  wish  to  express  our  deep  gratitude  to  the  may 
people  concerned  who  have  made  the  art  program  a  valuable  means  of  stimulating 
thought  and  imagination  for  the  student  body.

REPORT  OF  REMEDIAL  READING  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Committee, 
and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  progress  in  all 
areas  of  the  reading  program  in  the  Ipswich 
Public  Schools. 

The  Primary  Reading  Committee,  which  in  1956, 
assumed  the  task  of  studying  the  program  of 
Grades  l-III,  completed  its  work  in  June,195S. 
The  material  submitted  by  the  committee  was 
summarized,  organized,  and  distributed  to  the 
teaching  staff  as  a  tentative  outline  for 
teaching  reading  in  the  primary  grades.   A 
spelling  text  closely  correlated  with  the 

reading  system  was  also  selected  and  put  into  use  on  a  trial  basis  for  this 

school  year. 

The  Language  Arts  program  in  grades  V  and  VI  is  continuing  very  suc- 
cessfully. The  progress  made  in  this  vital  area  under  this  plan  is  most  grati- 
fying to  the  teachers.  Many  visitors  from  other  school  systems  have  commented 
favorably  upon  it  and  have  instituted  similar  plans  in  their  communities.

tanding  innovation  of  the  year  195$  was  the  summer  school  for 
by  the  School  Committee.  Fifty  children,  who,  in  the  opinion 
of  their  teachers,  would  benefit  from  such 
intensive  training  were  enrolled.  The  average 
gain  per  child  as  measured  by  a  standard  test 
was  four  months.  The  use,  on  a  rental  basis, 
of  the  Controlled  Reader,  a  mechanical  aid, 
proved  so  valuable  that  its  purchase  was  rec- 
ommended and  approved.  It  is  now  being  used 
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extensively  in  grades  IV,  V  and  VI.   It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  valuable 
summer  program  will  be  continued  and  expanded  to  include  more  pupils  and 
other  educational  areas. 

The  Orientation  Workshop  held  in  September  1958,  brought  Dr.  Mabel 
Noall  of  the  Secondary  School  Reading  Clinic  at  Boston  University  to  speak  to 
the  High  School  teachers.   As  a  result  of  Dr.  Noall1 s  talk,  a  course  in  the 
Improvement  of  Reading  in  the  Secondary  School  will  be  given  in  Ipswich  in 
the  spring  of  1959. 

The  success  of  all  programs  is  dependent  upon  the  cooperation, ef- 
fort, and  enthusiasm  contributed  by  all  participants — children,  parents,  and 
school  personnel  to  whom  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks.

REPORT  OF  AUDIO-VISUAL  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

With  the  advent  of  educational  television  and  with  the  appearance 
of  audio-visual  experts  in  our  immediate  area,  the  progress  in  the  use  of 

audio-visual  media  in  our  school  system 
has  been  stepped  up.  The  most  heartening 
evidence  of  this  progress  is  seen  in  the 
field  of  foreign  languages.  Increased  use 
of  audio-visual  aids  has  been  employed  in 
the  reading  areas.  Much  use  has  been  made 
of  tape  recorders  in  the  listening  skills 
of  the  reading  program  and  they  have  been 
used  much  for  speech  correction,  choral 
recording,  dramatic  presentations,  and  poetic  interpretations. 

Records  of  ballads,  poetry  and  great  speeches  have  enriched  the 
social  studies  program.  Filmstrips  have  been  used  in  language  arts  and  soc- 
ial studies  and  reading  for  instructional  and  enrichment  purposes.  The  lan- 
guage arts  department  in  the  elementary  classes  has  made  excellent  use  of 
machines  to  speed  up  the  reading  rate  and  the  comprehension  in  reading  of  a 
great  number  of  pupils.  Films  have  been  used  most  effectively  in  the  art 
classes  in  the  Junior  High  level. 

Trips  to  the  Public  Library  have  been  encouraged.  From  time  to  time 
resource  people  have  come  into  our  schools  and  have  spoken  to  the  pupils 
leaving  them  with  much  information  and  much  stimulation  for  greater  school 
output.   The  science  department  has  made  tremendous  use  of  audio-visual  ma- 
terials. Many  novel  experiments  were  constructed  and  explained  by  the  stu- 
dents who  built  them. 

Teachers  have  resorted  to  films,  film- 
strips,  and  opaque  projectors,  to  enhance 
a  given  subject.  The  area  of  arithmetic 
has  increased  the  employment  of  audio- 
visual materials. 

Children  have  been  alerted  to  special 
television  hours  so  that  interest  in  books 
might  increase.  Seeing  a  story  first  helps 
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to  stimulate  the  reading  of  that  story. 

Special  projects  that  will  stimulate  reading,  community  interest, 
and  artistic  creativity  have  been  initiated.  The  use  of  audio-visual  equip- 
ment has  proven  its  worth  in  every  department  of  learning  in  our  school  sys- 
tem.  The  coming  year  will  augment  the  demand  for  audio-visual  materials. Our 
equipment  is  increasing  so  that  better  teaching  can  be  had.

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REPORT  OF  OPPORTUNITY  CLASS  DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  the  School  Committee 
and  to  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

The  membership  of  the  Opportunity  Class  is  now  eight.  Seven  of  the 

children  from  last  year's  enrollment  re- 
turned because  it  was  felt  that  they  would 
benefit  most  from  special  education.   One 
new  child  entered  this  fall  when  his  family 
moved  to  Ipswich. 


The  year  1958  was  a  busy  one  in  this  class. 
In  the  Spring  the  children  presented  a  play 
based  on  the  story  of  Pinocchio,  and  at  an- 
other time,  a  puppet  show  to  the  primary 
grades.   A  field  trip  to  the  Middlesex 
Zoo  took  place  in  the  Spring.  At  Easter  time  each  child  planted  seeds  in  a 
decorated  container  and  took  it  home  to  his  parents.   As  a  result  of  our 
study,  three  boys  presented  a  project  in  the  Winthrop  School  Science  Fair  on 
the  growing  of  plants. 

Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  Miss  Mitchell  at  the  Ipswich 
Public  Library,  the  children  visited  the  library  often.  Miss  Mitchell  read 
stories  to  them  or  played  a  record  and  helped  them  choose  books  to  take  back 
to  school.   A  card  system  was  set  up  within  the  class  so  each  child  could 
take  a  book  home  overnight. 

This  summer  one  child  began  receiving  speech  therapy  from  a  resident 
in  Ipswich  who  works  in  this  field  A  great  deal  of  progress  can  be  seen, and 
it  is  hoped  that  he  will  be  able  to  continue  with  this  help.  In  November  one 
boy  began  attending  an  Industrial  Arts  class  in  the  high  school  once  a  week. 

This  fall  a  visit  was  made  to  the  Fire  Station  and  the  newly  in- 
stalled automatic  railroad  crossings  as  part  of  a  safety  unit.   A  health  unit 
included  a  talk  by  Miss  DeMille,  the  School  Nurse,  and  a  study  into  the  prob- 
lem of  maintaining  a  good  health  schedule  was  participated  in.   At  Christmas 
four  members  of  the  group  took  part  in  the  school  operetta. 

Basic  academic  skills  continue  to  be  stressed  in  the  Opportunity 
Class  as  I  feel  that  they  are  essential  and  should  be  developed  to  the  child's 
fullest  potential.   Each  child  continues  to  progress  at  his  own  rate  of  speed, 
and  as  a  result  the  grouping  often  changes.  Also  important  in  our  class  are 
the  related  areas  of  art,  music,  physical  education  and  crafts.  We  are  fortu- 
nate this  year  in  having  the  music  supervisor  as  veil  as  the  art  and  physical 
education  supervisors  visit  the  class  each  week.   Miss  Begin  and  I  are  now 
preparing  the  children  to  present  the  play  "Hansel  and  Gretel."   In  the  craft 
period  each  child  works  on  his  own  project  and  when  it  is  completed  he  may 
take  it  home.  Crafts  are  an  important  part  of  the  curriculum  in  encouraging 
self-expression,  improving  motor  coordination,  and  teaching  good  work  habits. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  O'Kane,  the  supervisors,  and 
others  in  the  school  system  for  their  help  and  support.

Counseling  these  students  -  helping  them  to 
see  and  evaluate  all  the  factors  affecting 
their  decisions  for  the  future  -  is  a  most 
important  phase  of  the  guidance  program. 

In  my  brief  association  with  the  school  department  I  have  tried  a3so 
to  get  acquainted  with  the  pupils  and  staff  members,  and  to  learn  how  I  might 
best  serve  the  students  and  teachers  of  the  Ipswich  public  schools.   I  have 
found  school  personnel  to  be  helpful  and  cooperative,  and  I  look  forward  to 
working  with  them  in  serving  the  young  people  of  Ipswich.

REPORT  OF  THE  IPSWICH  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Committee  and  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

As  the  School  Nurse  for  the  Ipswich  Public  Schools,  I  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  work  done  for  the  school  year  of  1958. 

Early  in  the  school  year  physical  examina- 
tions were  given  to  grades  1,^,7 |9  and  11, 
plus  all  students  entering  competitive  sports 
such  as  football  and  basketball.   A  total  of 
663  physicals  were  done  by  the  school  phy- 
sician and  9  by  the  family  doctor.  Twenty- 
seven  parents  were  present  at  the  examina- 
tions. Each  child  has  his  weight  and  height 
measured  and  recorded  early  in  the  school 
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year  and  repeated  in  the  spring. 

The  Dental  survey,  done  in  March,  proved  most  helpful  to  me.  By 
this  survey  I  learned  of  the  children  who  definitely  needed  immediate  dental 
care.  I  also  learned  that  the  incidence  of  tooth  decay  is  high,  but  a  lot  of 
interest  has  been  shown  in  the  care  of  the  childrens'  teeth  in  Ipswich.   We 
plan  to  repeat  this  program  in  March, 

In  December  the  Tuberculin  Patch  Test  was  given  to  grades  l,*f,7,9» 
and  11.  Out  of  5&7  tested,  3  showed  a  positive  reaction,  these  were  x-rayed 
and  the  results  were  negative. 

Fifty  members  of  the  school  personnel  who  were  either  new  to  this 
school  system  or  who  had  not  had  an  x-ray  within  the  past  three  years,  took 
advantage  of  the  x-ray  mobile  unit  while  it  was  in  Ipswich  in  November* 
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Home  visits  have  been  made  by  the  nurse  whenever  necessary.    The 
school  physician  has  visited  the  office  every  school  day.  I  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Dr.  Collins,  the  school  physician,  for  his  help 
and  guidance  during  the  year. 

Spring  registration  for  children  entering  the  Ipswich  schools  in 
September  1958  was  done  in  March.   At  that  time  167  registered  and  received 
physical  examinations  by  the  school  physician.   This  will  be  repeated  in 
March  of  this  year  for  children  entering  in  September  1959« 

For  the  past  two  years  Mrs.  Curtis  Tuttle,  has  been  doing  an  excel- 
lent job  testing  every  student  for  vision  and  hearing,  by  the  use  of  the 
Massachusetts  Vision  Test  and  the  Audiometer  Test, 

The  annual  Diptheria  Clinic  was  held  within  the  schools  and  the 
parochial  school.   A  total  of  3^0  children  received  "booster  doses." 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  for  their  cooperation  and  understanding  during  the  past  year, 
also  the  principals  and  the  entire  teaching  staff  for  being  so  very  helpful.

In  the  fall  we  have  football  and  cross  country  for  boys,  and  archery 
•  We  would  like  to  have  field  hockey  for  girls  but  inadequate  fields 
esent  time  prevent  it.   Our  football  program  this  past  year  found 

about  50  boys  taking  part.  We  had  teams  on 
three  levels,  namely  Varsity,  Junior  Var- 
sity and  Freshmen.  Cross  country  was  new  to 
our  program  this  year  and  attracted  approx- 
imately 15  boys.  We  feel  that  this  sport  is 
y^^J  ^{tfj^Sfy/f'         an  excellent  conditioner  and  gives  young- 
sters of  all  sizes  an  opportunity  to  parti- 
cipate. 

In  the  late  fall  and  winter  we  have  a  gym 
team  which  nas  proven  very  popular.  This  past  spring  this  team  took  part  in 
the  state  gymnastic  meet  at  Andover  High  and  made  a  creditable  showing  for  a 
first  year  group.   It  has  also  put  on  demonstrations  for  the  student  body  and 
P.T.A.  groups. 

Basketball  is  very  popular  with  the  student  body,  both  boys  and 
girls.   We  have  a  tremendous  amount  of  interest  but  the  program  is,  of  neces- 
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sity,  curtailed  by  lack  of  space.   We  have  Varsity,  J.  V.,  and  Freshman  boys1 
and  Varsity  and  J.  V.  girls'  teams,  but  it  is  difficult  to  arrange  practice 

times  for  them  due  to  the  fact  that  the  gym 
is  being  used  on  some  afternoons  for  Junior 
High  activities.  In  spite  of  this,  our  boys1 
Varsity  basketball  team  has  made  a  very  en- 
viable record  to  date  and  at  this  writing  is 
leading  the  Cape  Ann  League,   The  girls1 
teams  each  year  do  extremely  well,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  they  play  only  teams  from 
larger  high  schools  in  the  area,  V/ith  such 
limited  space  one  can  readily  understand  why  an  intramural  program,  which 
would  benefit  many  more  youngsters,  cannot  be  carried  out. 


I  hope  that  boys'  hockey  will  be  added  to  our  winter  program  in  the 
near  future. 

Our  spring  program  consists  of  interscholastic  baseball  and  track 
for  the  boys  and  softball  for  girls,   A  lot  of  interest  is  shown  in  baseball 
and  our  boys'  Varsity  team  has  done  well  over  the  years.   Here  again,  teams 
are  organized  on  three  levels  as  in  other  sports.  Track  was  a  new  sport  last 
spring  and  had  a  turn-out  of  about  25  boys,  but  the  program  was  handicapped 
because  we  do  not  have  a  running  track  on  which  to  either  practice  or  compete. 
Hence,  all  of  our  meets  had  to  be  run  on  the  tracks  of  our  opponents.   Golf 
and  tennis  are  carried  out  on  an  intramural  basis  with  an  emphasis  on  devel- 
oping skills.  Both  boys  and  girls  take  part 
in  these  sports.  We  feel  that  sports  which 
enjoy  such  carry-over  value  should  be 
stressed  and  hope,  in  time,  to  have  these 
sports  on  an  interscholastic  basis.   An  in- 
novation this  spring  will  see  rowing  added 
to  the  program.   Two  dories  have  been  pur- 
chased and  approximately  kO   youngsters  have 
signified  an  interest  in  this  activity. 

We  believe  that  our  program  is  a  good  one,  especially  when  our 
limited  facilities  are  taken  into  consideration.   We  feel  it  is  better  than 
average  in  a  town  of  our  size. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Committee  and  Admin- 
istration for  their  cooperation,  the  coaches  for  their  loyalty  and  hard  work 
and,  lastly,  the  townspeople  who  so  generously  support  our  program.

As  Cafeteria  Director  for  the  Ipswich  Public  Schools,  I  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  school  year  of  1957-1958, 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  hot  lunches  served  in 
the  cafeteria  over  the  past  year.  There  were  15,68^  more  meals  served  during 
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during  the  year  1957-1958  period  than  the  previous  year. 


In  addition  to  this  there  were  7251  meals 
served  to  the  teaching  staff;  ^979  meals 
(free  of  charge)  to  students  who  assist  in 
the  cafeteria;  983  meals,  free  of  charge, 
to  needy  children. 

There  were  25,235  bottles  of  milk  served  to 
pupils  who  bring  a  cold  lunch.  This  total 
includes  190  bottles  served  to  needy  chil- 
dren at  recess  time. 

The  School  Lunch  Act  was  passed  by  Congress  in  19^6.  The  aim  of  the 
School  Lunch  Program  is  to  promote  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  boys  and 
girls  of  the  United  States  and  to  promote  and  expand  the  farmer  market  here 
in  America, 

Each  month  a  list  of  available  surplus  foods  is  sent  to  each  of  the 

schools.   These  commodities  include  flour, 
butter,  rice,  dried  milk  and  eggs.   At 
times,  canned  fruits  and  vegetables,  tur- 
keys and  occasionally  meat  in  some  form. 
In  addition  to  these  foods,  the  school  is 
reimbursed  $.09  on  each  student  lunch  and 
$.0k   on  each  half-pint  of  milk.   It  is 
only  because  of  these  factors,  the  $.25 
per  meal  level  is  met. 
The  requirements  of  the  School  Lunch  Program  are  set  by  the  State. 
Each  meal  served  must  meet  the  following  requirements:  two  ounces  of  meat  or 
other  protien  food;  three-fourths  cup  of  vegetable  or  fruit;  one  slice  of 
bread  or  a  roll;  two  teaspoons  of  butter  and  one  half-pint  of  milk.  Vitamin 
C  must  be  served  every  day  and  Vitamin  A  twice  a  week. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  most  capable  group  of  women  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  feeding  students.   Without  their  cooperation  and  help  it 
would  be  impossible  to  operate  a  successful  program. 

I  wish  to  extend  thanks  to  the  cafeteria  employees  for  their  ef- 
forts, Dr.  O'Kane  for  his  cooperation  and  understanding,  the  principals  for 
their  assistance,  the  custodians  and  all  others  who  in  any  way  contributed 
to  the  Lunch  Program.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Town  of  Ipswich  for  the  period  from  May  17,  1957  to  July  31,  1958,  made  in 
Accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the 
form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William  Schwartz,  Assistance  Director 
of  Accounts .

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich  for  the  period  fromMay  17,  1957,  the  date  of  the 
previous    examination,    to  July  31,    1958,    and  submit  the  following  report  therein. 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments  receiving 
or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined 
and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
books,  while  the  recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash 
book  and  with  the  treasury  warrants.  The  appropriations  and  transfers,  as 
entered,  were  checked  •with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meeting  votes  and 
with  the  finance  committee's  records  of  transfers  authorized  from  the  reserve 
fund. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  ledger  accounts,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off 
and  a  balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  July  31,    1958. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  cash  book  additions  were  verified  and  the  recorded  receipts  were  compared 
with  the  town  accountant's  books,  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  is  paid 
into  the  town  treasury.  The  recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  select- 
men's warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  funds  and  with  the  accoun- 
tant's records. 

The  cash  balance  on  July  31,  1958  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  examination  of 
the  saving  bank  books,    and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  and 
coupons  on  file.  The  outstanding  coupons  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
balances    in  the    bond   and  coupon  accounts  as  shown  by  statements  furnished  by 
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the  depositories.  The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  invest- 
ment of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
the  treasurer  of  the  library  trustees,  the  trustees  of  the  Manning  School  Funds, 
the  Brown  School  Fund,  the  Burley  Education  Fund,  as  well  as  the  Feoffees  of 
the  Grammar  Schools  of  Ipswich,  were  personally  examined  and  listed.  The 
income  was  proved  and  all  transactions  and  balances  were  verified  and  compared 
with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  cash  balances  in  the  several  trust  funds  as  of  July  31,  1958  were  proved 
by  reconciling  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received  from  the  banks  of 
deposit. 

The  records  of  taxtitles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  collector's  and  the  accountant's  records.  The  reported  redemptions 
were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  posses- 
sions on  hand  were  listed,  proved  and  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  taxes,  the  county  retirement 
system,  and  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the 
refunds  to  individuals  and  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified. 
The  balances,  as  shown  on  the  individual  employees  '  cards  were  listed  and  proved 
with  the  respective  controlling  accounts  in  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous 
examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and 
checked  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection  and  with  the  accountant's 
books.  The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer and  with  the  accountant's  records,  the  recorded  abatements  were  proved 
with  the  assessors '  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  commitments  of  departmental,  municipal  light,  and  water  account  s 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  records,  the  abatements 
and  discounts,  as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  departmental  records  of  abate- 
ments and  discounts  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved 
with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  depart- 
mental, municipal  light,  and  water  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed  are 
correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked  in  de- 
tail. The  recorded  receipts  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses,  as  well  as 
from  marriage  intentions,  recording  fees,  and  miscellaneous  charges,  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries 
and  game.  The  cash  balance  on  July  31,  1958  was  verified  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collection  by  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  and  the  town  weigher,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health,  and  school 
departments,  and  by  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the 
town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  collections  were  compared 
with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  depart- 
ments was  proved  by  actual  count.  The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  town 
officials  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  proper  form.
